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low. That’s the problem facing Boston. 
The T-shirt issue is a sideshow. “Stop 
snitchin’ ” tees are a symptom, nota 
cause. They are a disturbing manifesta- 
tion of an embittered street culture that is 
fueled by hopelessness, a defiant fashion 
that mocks the pain of the neighborhood 
dead. But a well-respected police force 
with a well-trained homicide squad 
should be more than a match for a few 
flimsy ounces of fabric. The problem is 
that Boston has neither. And efforts to 
correct those facts won’t reverse this 
year’s carnage. 

At the moment, the questions are cer- 
tainly rhetorical, but they need to be 
asked: Why weren’t the steps that are 
now being taken — a more aggressive de- 
ployment of police and the roundup of vi- 
olent criminals with outstanding war- 
rants — taken earlier? Was the political 
community too focused on this fall’s mu- 
nicipal elections? Were City Council can- 
didates too cowed by Mayor Thomas Meni- 
no’s popularity or the imagined clout of 
the police union to candidly address the 
death toll that was mounting in open 
view? We cannot imagine a satisfactory 
answer to any of those questions. Our 
view is that there was a tragic failure of 
political will. 

The situation is not an easy one to ad- 
dress. As a result of cuts in aid from the 
state and federal governments, the BPD is 
understaffed. Anti-crime legislation pro- 
posed by State Senator (and candidate for 
Middlesex County district attorney) Jarrett 
Barrios, which would provide funds for 
witness protection and add teeth to cur- 
rent measures that prohibit witness in- 
timidation, is stalled in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. There also has been a sig- 
nificant increase in the number of juve- 
niles living in the city — particularly in 
neighborhoods where working families 
can afford to live, such as Dorchester, 
Roxbury, and Mattapan, the locus of so 
much of the gunplay and killing. 

City officials can’t be held responsible 
for failures on Beacon Hill and in Wash- 
ington. But the demographic trends that 
are partly responsible for the increase in 
street violence were predicted. Experts 
have long since established a link be- 
tween those trends and an increase in 
crime. So, on this account, there is no ex- 
cuse for the city being unprepared. 

Just over four months ago, the Phoenix 
detailed how, for a city of its size, Boston 
has the worst homicide squad in the na- 
tion (see “The Worst Homicide Squad in

19). That’s a situation that didn’t spring 
up overnight and it’s not one that lends 
itself to a quick fix. When Kathleen 
O’Toole was named police commissioner 
last year, she inherited a deeply dysfunc- 
tional department. O’Toole has all but 
scrapped the specialized units, such as 
ballistics and fingerprints, which support 
the homicide squad. And she is in the 
process of rebuilding the squad itself. But 
in light of the low number of murders 
that are actually solved, successfully pros- 
ecuted, and not overturned on appeal, it 
is prudent to ask the following questions: 
How good are the new people being put 
in place? Are there enough of them? 
What training have they received? How 
many have been certified at professional 
levels acceptable to other top urban 

police forces? 

Satisfactory answers to these common- 
sense questions have not been forthcom- 
ing. One of the beauties of Boston’s 
strong-mayor form of government is that 
when things go wrong, the public knows 
where to look for answers. And by any 
measure, things have now gone wrong. 
Mayor Menino owes it to the people who 
just re-elected him to tell them the truth 
about the state of the police department. 
If he or O’Toole won't provide the an- 
swers, then the city council should 


exercise its right to hold hearings to get to 
the bottom of what is really going on with 
reforming the police. 

According to a recent report in the 
Boston Globe, internal discipline in the de- 
partment remains pitifully weak. It’s well 
known but rarely mentioned that efforts 
to get a civilian review board off the 
ground are faltering. And perhaps most 
disturbing of all, given the current state 
of affairs, is the news uncovered by Phoenix 
reporter David Bernstein that the Boston 
police are scrapping the biannual survey 
that tells them what city residents think 
of the job they are doing. The last survey, 
conducted in late 2003, showed a 
significant decline in attitudes and 
confidence, Commissioner O’Toole told 
Bernstein that community feedback is 
“incredibly important.” She’s just not 
convinced that the biannual survey is the 
best way to obtain it. She’s currently con- 
sulting experts at Northeastern University 
to determine the best way to proceed. 

Commissioner O’Toole must settle on a 
course of action soon. A respected and 
trusted police force is just as important as 
a well-trained and certified one. The 
shame of Boston is that its current police 
force lacks all of these important quali- 
ties. And the pathetically sad fact of the 
matter is that it has the murder rate to 
proveit. ©

NEW ENGLAND FEELS THE NOISE, DJ FLACK SCHOOLS MASSART 


The noise scene will always be underground. 

It’s hard to imagine a feedback-filled per- 
formance on the mainstage at Ozzfest, or prepared- 
guitar wailings drifting from drugstore drop ceil- 
ings. New England, however, does have a reputa- 
tion as a haven for bleeding-edge experimenters. 
And this Friday, the roustabouts at 
NON-EVENT show why: they’re throw- 
ing a free show in Chinatown featur- 
ing internationally known Austrian 
abrasion specialist PITA, freq-beat art 
makers LUCKY DRAGONS, and trans- 
plant New Yorker and sonic surreal- 
ist M. SINGE with MIT anthropology 
professor/noise collagist ZEROPHONICS (a/k/a DR. 
STEFAN HELMRICH). “It will be multi-faceted, with 
lots of different takes on electronic music in a ca- 
sual environment,” says Non-Event partner DAN 
HIRSCH, phoning in from Hi-Fi Pizza in Central 
Square. “It’s not a sit-down venue — it’s a social 
space where people can check all these things out.” 
The venue — 109 Kingston Street — is being pro- 
vided by Modernista!, the ad firm recognizable to 
readers as the producers of the anti-gun billboards 
between Fenway Park and the Mass Pike (“Massa- 
chusetts: You’re More Likely To Live Here”). The 
firm also shouldered part of the expenses. “They 
realized how little cost was involved, and they ac- 
tually really like unusual music,” says Hirsch. 

Unusual is a pretty good way to describe Pita, 
a/k/a PETER REHBERG. He’s recorded for a bevy of 
small labels around the world, most recently re- 
leasing Get Off on the Swedish label Hapna. “It’s 
interesting to bring him around now that laptops 
have died out from being a trend,” says Hirsch. 
“He’s still there and he’s still restless.” Rehberg’s 
past performances include a set-up involving a 
single strobe light and live laptop noise manipu- 
lation, which can be a disorientating experience. 
“You can get into what he does ‘cause it’s viscer- 
al,” says Hirsch. “It’s hard to be indifferent to his 
music. It challenges you to have an opinion, to 
stick with it and to stay around — or not. Either 
way you learn from that experience.” 

Lucky Dragons is primarily one man, LUKE FIS- 
CHBECK, who concocts a sound of clattercore beat 
loops, retuned folk meanderings, and sharp, cas- 
cading twitters. Fischbeck has toured his Providence- 
based project in America and Europe at venues in- 
cluding the Museum of Contemporary Art in San 
Diego. Boston academe is represented as well. Like 
the copy-machine-sampling Dr. Helmrick, M. Singe 
(a/k/a Beth Coleman) is an MIT employee, in the 
Writing and Humanistic Studies program. She’s 
also a fascinating composer and a well-known 
sound artist who’s exhibited at the Whitney Bien- 
nial. (Coleman's partner Howard Goldkrand also 
designed the sound system for the event. Togeth- 
er, they combine as SOUNDLAB, a collaboration that 
has built some serious sound systems over the past 
decade, especially on the bass end.) 

“One unfortunate aspect of academe is that

they have little interest in bringing people from 
the outside or communicating with the local scene,” 
says Hirsch. “If you’re not at the university, you 
probably won’t hear about it.” Not this time, 
however, It’s at 8pm and it is — again — free. So 
as Hirsch says, there’s “very little risk involved.” 

Taking academe to the club, and 
vice versa, is what Anthony “Dj FLACK” 
Flackett’s MassArt course “Beat Research” 
is all about. It helps that in addition to 
teaching a class by that name, he also 
runs a label and a weekly night at Enor- 
mous Roorn that share it. Neither the 
night nor the class is typical: Flackett 
has been known to assign homework like “Make a 
one-minute track with an assigned break beat,” 
and the syllabus includes the instruction “Watch 
and discuss: Pimp My Ride.” It also mandates that 
students present their end-of-semester projects in 
the club, as it were, which they’ll do this Monday 
at Enormous Room. . . . Detroit house giant STACEY 
PULLEN visits Red Line in Harvard Square on Friday, 
joining the resident crew of Rodney Marable, Craig 
Kapilow, and KC Hallett. Pullen deserves each and 
every one of his Google links (he figures he’s got 
“about 90,000”) for his dedication to repping the 
original techno sound of Detroit. Circuits last saw 
him when he played with Superpitcher, Luomo, and 
others in Miami. The guy was caning beats as if 
they’d been littering in Singapore. ©

raveyard BBQ come 
G= Waltham. But 

their twisted roots are 
planted deep in the swampy 
South. They like to boast 
that back when they 
foirmed, in 2003, they trav- 
eled to a certain crossroads 
in Clarksdale, Mississippi, 
to sell their souls. And they 
know that once the Devil 
claims his due, they’ll be 
roasting on the same hot 
coals they now use to grill 
steaks. Until then, they will 
rock, It’s a shtick that’s be- 
come more serious than 
anyone in the band could 
have predicted. 

Their music fuses the 
death-metal slash of Slayer 
with the burn of Robert 
Johnson’s primal blues.

Johnson, bassist Bud Black, and drummer 
Billy Z. Bub do their best to kick up an un- 
holy noise. 

The band began as a goof, 
but of late they’ve had reason 
to become more serious about 
their career. Greatest Hits, Vol- 
ume I was the title of their 
2004 debut. A Volume 2 is on its 
way. The Discovery Channel 
show American Chopper has fea- 
tured their music, and a new 
fishing show on NESN is 
planning to do the same. Most recently, 
their scorching jeremiad “Cheat the Church” 
beat out thousands of other songs in a na- 
tional contest and will be featured alongside 
tracks by the likes of Motorhead and Ozzy in 
the new Guitar Hero video game for Playsta- 
tion 2. The BBQ boys will celebrate this Sat- 
urday with a gig at Harpers Ferry. 

When we meet up at BBQ headquarters 
(a living room decorated with life-size 
cutouts of Elvis, President Bush, and Rob 
Zombie), Rev. Brixx does offer a hefty tug of 
high-proof moonshine — a gift from Hank 
Williams II] — with a Jack Daniel’s chaser.

tricky, fast-paced fretwork. I pick what I 
hope will be an easy song, the Ramones’ “I 
Wanna Be Sedated,” then my character, mo- 
hawked punk Johnny Napalm, and a virtual 
Gibson SG. I grab the plastic guitar-shaped 
controller and, as the first chords set in, try 
to hit the right-colored button on my fret 
board as the same-colored dot streams 
downward on the screen. When in synch, 
the dots merge, exploding like mines, and 
the power chords play 
where they should. More 
often I miss: notes sound 
out of tune or else just drop 
out entirely. The computer- 
animated crowd hits me 
with a chorus of boos. 

The band members 
laugh. Then Bud Black, 
lanky in a Hustler wifebeat- 
er, his eyes shaded by a Stetson hat, and 
Brownbag Johnson (his Randy Rhodes T- 
shirt hinting at his Guitar Hero prowess) 
take the controls. They cue “Cheat on the 
Church” and turn the volume up. A diabol- 
ic organ fugue rises, followed by a pound- 
ing rhythm pierced by peals of stuck-pig 
guitar and more cowbell than in “Don’t 
Fear the Reaper.” Brownbag and Black 
stare at the TV intently, hunched in battle- 
ready pose, heads bobbing to the sledge- 
hammer downbeat, fingers fretting in 
lockstep. The song ends. The crowd goes 
nuts. The points rack up. 

Graveyard BBQ’s mixture of zombie-red- 
neck cheek and the song’s raw power fit Gui- 


tar Hero’s zsthetic perfectly. 
Rev. Brixx is honored but 
Not too surprised it made 
the cut. “They said it was 
the craziest fuckin’ song, 
and it had the sickest guitar 
tiffs around. They said, 
‘This song kicks ass.’ ” 

Downstairs in a dun- 
geon-like basement practice 
space, it’s time to play some 
Teal guitar. Loud. Billy Z. 
Bub, sporting a straw cow- 
boy hat, lays down a mus 
cular, deep-pocketed beat 
while Bud Black, his bass 
strap an uncomfortable- 
looking steel chain, chokes 
out short, staccato bursts. 
Brownbag Johnson attacks 
his guitar, stomping on a 
floorful of effects pedals as 
he unleashes lightning-fast 
leads. Rev. Brixx shakes 
and crouches and struts, wrapping himself 
in the mike cord as he screams like a fire- 
eyed Pentecostal preacher. They roar 
through some unrecorded songs and pound 
out some familiar chestnuts. “The Road 
That Lies Ahead” starts off as steamy Delta 
blues before kicking viciously into a roiling 
psychobilly romp.

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Back upstairs, the BBQ boys recall their 
first show — “when we were a joke band” 
— at Jake’s Dixie Roadhouse. They sold the 
place out, sold the bar out of whiskey, and 
broke a record for booze sales. They boast 
of how they outdrew the Misfits at Mark’s 
Showplace on a recent Sunday night, then 
admit they felt really bad about it. Not on- 
ly because they love the Misfits but be- 
cause Jerry Only was “wicked nice” and 
gave them a bunch of free guitar strings. 
“Who are we to steal a show from Jerry?” 
asks Billy Z. Bub. 

As the night winds down, we put ina 
Howlin’ Wolf documentary. The bluesman 
licks the neck of his guitar, shaking his head 
with a feral grin. “That’s where Brownbag 
gets his dirty licks,” says Brixx. A few min 
utes later, Son House is banging out “John 
the Revelator.” “That’s where the stomping 
BBQ drumbeat started,” Brixx says 

A clip from Shindig! comes on, showing 
Mick Jagger and Brian Jones sitting reverent 
ly at Wolf’s feet. Brownbag Johnson shakes 
his head ruefully. “They inspired all these 
musicians. And they all died poor as shit.” 

Once you get past the fake beards, 
Craveyard BBQ’s love for the blues is legit. 
So is their love for metal. And punk. And 
all things redneck. It’s a potent mix. 

“We're growin’ like an epidemic!” says 
Brixx. “We're bringin’ back substance and 
conviction to Americana roots music. We’re 
havin’ a good time, and kickin’ ass. And any- 
thing that gets in our way, I feel sorry for you. 
If you ain’t with us, you’re against us.” ©

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Boxing decades 


The '80s versus the '90s

s a label dedicated to repackaging 
music’s past, Rhino has always 
had a keen interest in the box set. 
The box is the big kahuna of the 
nostalgia factory — the rare oppor- 

tunity for the A&R folks to make a statement 

about an artist, a style of music, or, best of 
all, an entire era. And since 1998, when 

Rhino smelled a whole lot of ’70s kitsch in 

the air and reacted by compiling a seven- 

disc beast titled HAVE A NICE DECADE: THE '70S 

POP CULTURE BOX, the label has made a cot- 

tage industry out of placing its stamp on 

arbitrary markers of the proverbial long 

and winding road leading away from Elvis 

and the Beatles. We used to joke that the 

60s started with Woodstock and ended with 
the Stones debacle at Altamont. Or maybe 
it started with “I Want To Hold Your Hand” 
and ended with “Sympathy for the Devil.” 

Pick your poison: packaging decades is a 

tricky business. Pop culture doesn’t punch 

any clocks. Was it the death of disco or the 

birth of punk that brought the ’7os crashing 
to a close? Either way, the beautiful people 
were still dancing coke-fueled nights away 
at Studio 54 after Carter left the White 

House, and punk needed a full 12 years of 

Reagan/Bush here in the US before it would 

explode in force, leading Thurston Moore to 

christen 1991 “the year punk broke.” 

But back to the boxes. In ’98, Rhino had 
enough hindsight to do the ’7os justice. 
The cover of Have a Nice Decade is decked out 
in shag-style carpeting dotted with “have a 
nice day” smily faces. And it wasn’t hard 
for the label to get the rights to a big fat 
chunk of the singles that formed the fabric 
of pop culture in the ’7os, from the serious 
(the singer-songwriterly pop of America’s 
“Horse with No Name,” a ’60s holdover 
cast in ’70s soft-sell production values, and 
Helen Reddy’s liberated anthem “I Am 
Woman”) to the sublime (Stevie Wonder’s 
“Sir Duke” and David Bowie’s “Fame”) to 
the ridiculous (“Convoy,” “Kung-Fu Fight- 
ing”). Sure, punk and its prototypes get 
left out of the equation, but this is the ’70s 
of That ’70s Show, which also debuted in ’98. 

Have a Nice Decade worked out so well that 
the label jumped the gun on the ’80s when, 
in 2002, LIKE, OMIGOD!: THE '80S POP CUL- 
TURE BOX (TOTALLY) was born. The original 
seven-disc box had a rubber cover that I 
still haven’t figured out. (Was rubber really 
the shag of the ’80s?) But the cover is just 
the start of problems. It was just too soon 
to be canonizing the ’8os, even if 90s 
icons like Courtney Love had already come 
out as closet Duran Duran fans. Of course, 
the first mistake was opening with Devo’s 
“Whip It” instead of the Buggles’ “Video 
Killed the Radio Star” when MTV was such 
a defining force in the ’8o0s and they could 
have easily flipped the two tracks. 
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PSYCHO KILLERS Talking Heads get represented on two box sets this season. 


The ’8o0s of Rhino’s box is the ’8o0s of 
MTV prime-time programming, minus 
Michael Jackson but including both 
Michael Sembello’s “Maniac” and Joe Jack- 
son’s “Steppin’ Out.” Conspicuously absent 
are the bands who would inspire the alter- 
Native uprising of the ’90s. There isn’t 
even an R.E.M. track here. Rhino captures 
the laughable ’80s of “Mr. Roboto,” Toto, 
and “867-5309/Jenny,” seeds it with a few 
genuine gems (The Cure’s “Let’s Go To 
Bed,” “Back on the Chain Gang” by the Pre- 
tenders, the Devo tune), and offers a fairly 
bleak if playful picture of an entire decade. 
Real new wave — the new wave that grew 
out of punk — is largely overlooked, as are 
the post-punk sounds of what for lack of a 
better term we were once resigned to call- 
ing “college rock.” You can almost hear Ex- 
ene Cervenka and John Doe crooning “Will 
the last American band to get played on 
the radio please bring the flag” in homage 
to the overlooked American underground 
(from X’s 1983 tune “I Must Not Think Bad 
Thoughts”) as Sheila E. dances her way 
through “The Glamorous Life” and Kenny 
Loggins gets “Footloose.” An entire spec- 
trum of some of the decade’s most relevant 
music — the music that inspired a young 
Kurt Cobain to start a band — is missing. 
Doesn’t anyone remember 120 Minutes? 


Rhino slyly tries to make up for the over- 
sights on the new decade-defining seven-disc 
set WHATEVER: THE ’90S POP o CULTURE BOX. 
With a clear plastic cover adorned with what 
appears to be a spray-painted stencil of its 
title (like, DIY, man) covering a layer of dark- 
roasted coffee beans, the set screams, “Seat- 
tle!” It even features a few of Seattle’s best — 
Mother Love Bone, Mudhoney, Supersuckers, 
Screaming Trees, uh, the Posies. That most 
of those bands did their best work in the ’80s 
only underscores how arbitrary decade mark- 
ers are. Add Soul Asylum, the Lemonheads, 
Hiisker Dii’s Bob Mould in his Sugar incar- 
nation, Dinosaur Jr., and, at last, R.E.M. to 
the list of artists on the ’90s box whose roots 
are deep in the ’80s underground. Of course, 
there’s no Nirvana, Pearl Jam, Soundgarden, 
or Alice in Chains. And though the set does 
open with M.C. Hammer’s “U Can’t Touch 
This,” hip-hop is largely ignored in favor of 
novelties like Right Said Fred’s “I’m Too Sexy” 
and dada’s “Dizz Knee Land.” Well, not to- 
tally: Snow’s “Informer” gets its due, along- 
side Sir Mix-A-Lot’s “Baby Got Back” and 
Kriss Kross’s “Jump.” To Rhino’s credit, De 
La Soul, who like R.E.M. ought to have been 
on the ’8o0s box, also get a late-period nod. 

That’s the problem with canonizing a 
decade before the dust has had a chance to 
settle: outside of the obvious (in this case,

tracks by Pavement, Bikini Kill, Weezer, 
Jewel, Pantera, and, yeah, even Gin Blos- 
soms), it can take a while before the real 
impact of an era is felt. Just imagine, in 
light of the current neo-new wave revival, 
what an Omigod! compiled today might look 
like. Well, there’s always the new two-disc 
NEW ORDER: SINGLES (London) set. 

Better yet, there are two new boxes that 
offer an alternative and perhaps more-rele- 
vant look at the ’80s — or at least the ’80s I 
recall. JUST SAY SIRE: THE SIRE RECORDS STORY 
(Rhino) is a three-CD/one-DVD set that doc- 
uments the heyday of the label started by 
notorious music-biz mogul Seymore Stein in 
1966. In 1975 he signed a distribution deal with 
Warner Bros. , and Story began. Talking Heads 
were part of that story, and there’s also a 
new collection of all eight studio albums, 
THE COMPLETE TALKING HEADS, on DualDisc. 
(The Talking Heads box ONCE IN A LIFETIME, 

a three-CD/one-DVD collection in a deluxe 
hardcover book with extensive liner notes, 
photos, and other archival material, was 
released in 2003 by Sire/Warner Bros.) 

Just Say Sire does include tracks recorded 
before the ’80s began. But that’s just an- 
other reminder that pop culture decades 
don’t obey the rules of the calendar. In- 
deed, Just Say Sire offers a remarkably repre- 
sentative cross section of the important 
music that defined the ’8os by bringing to- 
gether tracks by a number of artists who 
remained below the commercial radar 
throughout most of their careers while still 
having an immense impact on tastemakers 
and serious musos — call it Velvet Under- 
ground Syndrome. There’s an esthetic line 
that runs from the formative punk pop of 
the Undertones’ “Teenage Kicks” (Decem- 
ber 1979), the Saints’ “I’m Stranded” (Au- 
gust 1977), and the Ramones’ “Blitzkrieg 
Bop” (April 1976) up through the Throwing 
Muses’ “Counting Backwards” (February 
1991), Primal Scream’s “Come Together” 
(September 1990), and My Bloody Valen- 
tine’s “Soon” (November 1991). It’s not easy 
to put your finger on it. That’s why Stein is 
said to have coined the term “new wave” as 
a marketing tool for all this eclectic music. 

Stein and his A&R staff were adept at 
finding artists who didn’t fit any mold. That 
includes Madonna, whose “Everybody” kicks 
off disc one of the set, as well as Depeche 
Mode, the Cure, Echo and the Bunnymen, 

Richard Hell & the Voidoids, the Replace- 
ments, and Throwing Muses. Talking Heads 
were one among the dozens who from the 
late ’70s onward created an alternative ’80s 
full of pleasant surprises. There are no new 
revelations in the new Talking Heads box — 
none, at least, that weren’t explored in that 
first box. But like Just Say Sire, it’s a reminder 
that che ’8os were every bit as alternative 
asthe ’90s. ©

orn To Run is the frozen moment in 

time for many Bruce Springsteen 

fans. It’s the soundtrack to that 

first post-high-school plunge into 

freedom, independence, and high- 
er-stakes love and sex. In Wings for Wheels, a 
revealing documentary included with Co- 
lumbia’s new 30th-anniversary reissue of 
Born To Run, Springsteen describes the album 
as the sound of “one endless summer night.” 
Indeed, every song on Born To Run has the 
word “night,” but the dark is not a bleak 
presence or a symbol of inescapable sin and 
elusive salvation — that would all begin with 
Springsteen’s next album, 1978’s Darkness on 
the Edge of Town. Instead, Born To Run’s radiant 
lead track, “Thunder Road,” invites us to 
“show a little faith/There’s magic in the 
night.” For the restless protagonists of these 
songs, the nighttime is aglow with prom- 
ise, passion, deliverance. 

In an essay accompanying the anniver- 
Sary set, Springsteen says that Born To Run in- 
troduced the characters he would write about 
for the rest of his career. “They could have 
been anybody and everybody. . . . You could 
be anywhere in America. Slowly, the dread 
that I managed to keep out of ‘Rosalita’ 
squeezed its way into the lives of the people 
on Born To Run.” As a long-time Springsteen 
listener, I respectfully disagree. (Hey, you 
don’t live with someone for 30-plus years 
without the occasional bickering.) I’ve never 
heard much dread on Born To Run. The char- 
acters aren’t as desperate as those on the al- 
bums that followed. Their hopes are not yet 
battered; you can hear it in the triumphant 
piano-and-sax duet that ends “Thunder Road,” 
when the narrator and Mary pull out of their 
town full of losers, and you can hear it in the 
full-throttle euphoria of the title track and 
“Night.” And though the characters of “Back- 
streets” and “Jungleland” suffer betrayals, 
the operatic emotion of Springsteen’s singing 
and the grandeur of the arrangements sig- 
nal that, even in pain, these are people who 
believe they still control their own destinies. 

“It was the album where | left behind my 
adolescent notions of love and freedom,” 
Springsteen writes. “Born To Run was the divid- 
ing line.” Personally (bicker, bicker), I think 
he was still clinging to adolescent notions of 
poetry and melodrama on Born To Run. The 
real dividing line of his songwriting career 
is Darkness on the Edge of flown — the concise, sun- 
baked elegance of, say, “Badlands” (“Poor man 
wanna be rich/Rich man wanna be king/And 
a king ain’t satisfied/Till he mules everything”) 
beats the verbal excesses of “Jungleland”

and the cinematic schlock of “Meeting Across 
the River” any day. Still, in hindsight, Born 
To Run can be seen as the last wholly good- 
time Springsteen album, and that may ac- 
count for the particular affection fans have 
for it. The appeal is largely nostalgic: 
Springsteen is not the same person he was 
when he recorded it, and we are not the 
same people we were when we first heard it. 
But then, Born To Run was always a back- 
wards-looking album. Punk was on the hori- 
zon, but Springsteen had created a loving 
monument to artists and sounds that were 
fading in the rear-view mirror: pre-Beatles 
rock and roll, Stax soul, Roy Orbison, Bo Did- 
dley, Phil Spector, the Beach Boys. Thirty years 
later, Born To Run is like a poignant echo of 
music you can’t even hear on the radio anymore 
(unless you’ve got satellite), of artists whose 
names surface once a year, when Springsteen 
inducts them into the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame. BornTo Run is a very insular record, one 
man’s musical obsessions (and the B-movie 
and car-culture myths that accompanied 
them) writ large. It did not start a movement, 
except maybe to launch a thousand Jersey bar 
bands, It did not have the impact of, say, the 
Clash’s London Calling or Patti Smith’s Horses, 
two albums that have also been reissued by 
Columbia in anniversary sets. BornTo Run is 


| 
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not even Springsteen’s most influential album 
— that would be 1982’s gorgeously spooky, 
sparse Nebraska, the four-track solo experiment 
that anticipated alternative country and 
neo-folk. 

No, BornTo Run is important today mainly 
in the context of Springsteen’s career; it’s a 
Bruceological artifact charting the evolution 
of his image and his songwriting/recording 
style. On Wings for Wheels, he says that when 
the E Street Band now play “Born To Run” in 
concert, the moment is “a bit sacramental.” 
Indeed, the 30th-anniversary set is for true 
believers, and that’s its greatest strength. 
Besides a pristinely remastered CD, the set 
includes the 90-minute Wings for Wheels DVD 
and a second, jackpot-hitting DVD of 
Springsteen and the E Street Band in a 1975 
concert from London’s Hammersmith Odeon. 
Cleaned up by Thom Zimny (who also made 
Wings for Wheels), the Hammersmith material 
is the only full-length concert film ever re- 
leased from the E Street Band’s first 25 years. 

Wings for Wheels exhaustively documents 
the recording of BornTo Run, with vintage 
studio footage and new interviews. A waifish 
Springsteen shows stunning determination 
in the recording scenes, putting the musi- 
cians through marathon sessions to get the 
sound he wants — Clarence Clemons’s sax 


solo on “Jungleland” took 16 hours to satisfy 
the Boss’s perfectionism. As for“Born To Run,” 
we hear its many layers separated out (for- 
get Phil Spector’s Wall of Sound — “Born To 
Run” is more like Phil Spector’s Wall of China), 
from Ernest “Boom” Carter’s jazzily synco- 
pated drumming on the bottom to the glock- 
enspiel on top. And then there are the strings, 
the synthesizers, and the backing choir that 
were left off. Says guitarist Steven Van Zandt 
of the Boss’s compulsive retooling of the ti- 
tle track, “Anytime you spend six months 
on asong, somethin’ ain’t goin’ right.” 

The Wings for Wheels DVD also contains in- 
dispensable footage from a 1973 Los Angeles 
concert, in which a scruffy and weirdly spaced- 
out Springsteen stares down the audience 
with eyelids at half-mast like a young Bob 
Dylan and mumbles oracular intros to “Wild 
Billy’s Circus Story” and “Thundercrack.” 

Springsteen had worked on his showman- 
ship, if not his personal grooming, in the 
interval between the 1973 footage and the 
Hammersmith Odeon concert. He’s in his 
hipster-Jesus phase here, rail-thin and sport- 
ing shaggy hair, a shaggier beard and a hor- 
rible woolen cap that he keeps fondling like 
a talisman. (Van Zandt and Clemons, how- 
ever, are resplendent in ’7os pimp regalia.) The 
picture quality is not dazzling, but you get 
the gist: the boss was in the process of be- 
coming The Boss. Springsteen doesn’t play 
much guitar, concentrating instead on acting 
out the songs. (Ah, remember when he used 
to“crawl into the lake” on “Spirit in the Night”?) 
He barely talks to the audience, and the band 
have not yet perfected their stop-on-a-dime 
timing. But the energy blasts off the screen, 
from a revved-up “Born To Run” to R&B-re- 
vue rave-ups of “E Street Shuffle” and “Tenth 
Avenue Freeze-Out” to a blistering “Detroit 
Medley” encore. It all takes you back to your 
first Springsteen show, when this scrawny 
Superman seemed almost capable of flight. 
And it’s worlds away from the (intriguingly) 
life-sized Springsteen of his recent solo tour. 

The remarkable Hammersmith DVD 
shows you exactly where Springsteen’s “di- 
viding line” truly falls. Whereas the 
post-Born To Run albums became progressive- 
ly simpler, darker, less romantic, the E 
Street Band’s concerts became more expan- 
sive, more cathartic, more steeped in near- 
religious communion and rock-and-roll/ 
R&B mythology. “Two faces have I,” Spring- 
steen sang on his most candidly self-ap- 
praising album, 1987’s Tunnel of Love. And he 
was right. The dividing line wasn’t in the 
tracks, itwasinsidetheman. © 
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Chris Whitley

Singer-songwriter Chris Whitley died 

in his native Texas on November 20, 
though more recently his homes had been 
New York City and Dresden — places that 
seem to resonate more with the brooding 
intensity of his art. Lung cancer claimed 
the poetic lyricist and guitarist whose 
most recent albums seemed like stream- 
of-consciousness excursions through his 
brain and heart, albeit cloaked in tales 
of whores, junkies, 
convicts, and other 
lost souls in a person- 
al style that was often 
as introverted as it 
was seductive.

ver since Little Richard sang 
“awop-bop-a-loo-mop alop bam 
boom,” the greatest rock-and-roll 
artists have spoken their own lan- 
guage. Add System of a Down to 
that honor roll. Their 1998 debut single, 
“Sugar,” with its drama-queen melody, 
hairpin dynamic and rhythmic turns, and 
vocal pitch changes that surged between 
raging bull and sneering parrot, made it 
plain they had a musical vision that extend- 
ed beyond the boundaries of so-called new 
metal -- a genre built on the foundation of 
Metallica and bookmarked by the disparate 
self-parodies of Korn and Limp Bizkit. 

System of a Down’s two latest albums, 
this summer’s Mezmerize and the new Hyp- 
notize (both on Sony, the label that makes 
you pay for spyware-loaded CDs), show just 
how far that vision has extended as the band 
have stretched their tendrils of social and 
musical interest. Over the course of five 
albums, love songs and tunes about pogo- 
sticking have given sway, more or less, to 
cautionary tales of genocide inspired by 
the members’ Armenian heritage. Teeth- 
gritting fusillades of guitar and drums in 
lockstep made room for textural explo- 
rations and twittering intrusions of giddy 
six-string that jerk listeners’ ears around 
— sonic moments of pure “what the hell?” 
that make you feel you’re in an elevator 
that drops two floors and then suddenly 
catches. Which is another way of saying 
they’ve become a band who can take your 
breath away. Or give you a headache, de- 
pending on your tolerance for the weird 
and unexpected in the middle of songs 
ripe with million-dollar riffs and hooks a 
boy band would murder for. 

Which makes this LA foursome more 
than a metal group. They straddle the realms 
of art rock, pop, and good ol’ hard rock 
with unusual grace. Although they sound 
entirely contemporary, System of a Down 
are the inheritors of old-school daredevil 
heavy-rockers like Uriah Heep and early 
King Crimson, brimming with musicality 
and invention yet pushing the envelope. 

By now, almost everything has fallen 
into System of a Down’s sonic and lyric vo- 
cabulary. Except complacency. And Mezmer- 
ize/Hypnotize complete the shift of the group’s 
political focus from their back yards and 
the streets to the world. But there’s still 
that irreverent streak that led them to open 
Mezmerize’s “Cigaro” with the boast, “My 
cock is much bigger than yours.” Of course, 
the fact that George W. Bush says the same 
thing to the American and Iraqi public 
every time he talks about “staying the 
course” can’t have been lost on guitarist 
Daron Malakian, the guiding force within 
the group for these two albums. 





Strange bedfellow

Mezmerize and Hypnotize have both hit #1 
on Billboard’s Albums chart, and that will 
probably earn the band a Grammy, though 
they deserve the award for the discs’ con- 
tents. The CDs clock in at well over an 
hour each, and they were made together 
in a creative fit overseen by producer Rick 
Rubin (Beastie Boys, Johnny Cash, Neil Di- 
amond, Red Hot Chili Peppers) and 
Malakian. Hypnotize picks up Mezmerize’s 
threads. The latter left us six months ago 
with the questions “Why don’t presidents 
fight the war?/Why do they always send 
the poor?” Hypnotize opens with “Attack,” 
a cry for resistance, and after all sonic hell 
breaks out in “Tentative” — as mucha 
speed-metal-fueled evocation of war’s 
deadly soundtrack as Jimi Hendrix’s Viet- 
nam.-era “Machine Gun” — gaps of silence 
in the song are filled by the naked chorus, 
“Where do you expect us to go when the 
bombs fall?” 

Alienation and dependency also make 





cameos in “Lonely Day” and “She’s like 
Heroin,” and there are broader social cri- 
tiques like the title track, a slap at our cul- 
ture’s market-driven heart. “Why don’t you 
ask the kids at Tiananmen Square/Was 
fashion the reason why they were there?” 
the song snaps as it kicks off. Malakian 
and lead singer Serj Tankian trade vocals 
on both albums, and it’s usually Tankian, 
with his dizzy, Faustian range, who plays 
the maniac, leaving Malakian as a more 
reasonably toned but cynically informed 
everyman. The contrast is another appeal- 
ing element in System of a Down’s latest 
variation on their creative stew. And of 
course there are plenty of old ingredients 
in the recipe, like roaring guitars, full- 
throttle grooves, and shape-shifting time 
signatures. Even the theme of Armenian 
genocide returns in Hypnotize’s “Holy 
Mountains,” which is a reflection on the 
massacre of 1.5 million Armenians by the 
Turkish army from 1915 to 1923 — a theme

also explored in the activist/diva Diamanda 
Galas’s latest long-form recorded work, 
Defixiones: Will and Testament. 

As the cliché goes, great minds think 
alike — even if on the surface they don’t 
seem to have much in common. And to 
pursue another cliché, lately our war-time 
politics have been making some strange 
musical bedfellows. That a pair of ostensibly 
metal bands, System of a Down, with 16 
million albums and singles sold and still 
counting, and, before them, Rage Against 
the Machine, would emerge as leading 
voices in contemporary American protest 
music is improbable. After all, this is the 
genre that gave us Judas Priest and AC/DC, 
groups about as far removed from Joe Hill, 
Woody Guthrie, and the Weavers — the 
folk-based cornerstones of prototypical 
protest songwriting — as possible. (Okay, 
Black Sabbath did write “War Pigs.” Noted.) 

Recently a diverse group of artists 
whose previous work showed no inkling of 
political concerns have been rallying 
against the gunpowder-fueled misdeeds of 
right-wing leaders. The most obvious are 
suburban punk-poppers Green Day, who 
grew up without warning to present Ameri- 
can Idiot in 2004, and now its live CD/DVD 
follow-up, Bullet in a Bible (both Reprise). 
The most surprising are the Rolling 
Stones, whose damn-it-all-for-rock-and- 
roll (and box-office grosses) attitude got 
put on hold for a few minutes of “Sweet 
Neocon.” Even the late troubadour of intro- 
version Chris Whitley took a swing at the 
military profiteers on 2004’s War Crime Blues 
(Messenger). And bluesman Robert Cray’s 
new Twenty (Sanctuary) offers a title track 
that blasts the Iraq battlefront from a sol- 
dier’s viewpoint, branding it a “rich man’s 
war” and describing wholesale death, 
finally crying, “Mother, dry your eyes/ 
Someone told you a lie.” Then there’s Tom 
Waits, the former beatnik poet who once 
boasted on a recording that he was so 
horny, the crack of dawn had better watch 
out. Last year’s Real Gone (Anti-) also found 
him in a soldier’s skin, fretting that he 
might not make it home from the incom- 
prehensible horrors of Iraq in “Day After 
Tomorrow” and lambasting the Bush 
legacy in “Sins of the Father.” 

Sure, more-traditional folk-based singer- 
songwriters are also rallying against the 
war, but the current cross-genre consensus 
about the fucked-up state of the union is 
unprecedented. It would seem to reflect a 
growing lack of support for the Bush ad- 
ministration’s military ventures and its 
looters’ mentality in almost all subsets of 
the American public, who are tired of being 
— as System of a Down have put it — mes- 
merized and hypnotized by lies. © 
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AARON NEVILLE AT BERKLEE 
AMAZING GRACE 


It would be inaccurate to say that Hurricane Ka- 
trina didn’t provide a subtext to Aaron Neville’s 
show at the Berklee Performance Center a week 
ago Wednesday. After ali, Neville’s a central 
figure in New Orleans’s royal musical family. 
And he’s decamped from his home town for 
Nashville — a move that appears permanent. 
When he sang in his opener, “Stand by Me,” “If 
the sky that we look upon/ Should tumble and 
fall,” it was difficult not to hear a second mean- 
ing. Late in the show, he rushed ahead of the 
beat after the lush Stephen Foster chords of 
Randy Newman’s “Louisiana 1927,” giving an 
aggressive edge to its first words, “What has 
happened down here is the wind has changed.” 
And the crowd rose to its feet for the NOLA sec- 
ond-line anthem “Iko Iko.” 

So, yes, the show was about New Orleans — 
the Neville name is inseparable from that city. 
But it was also about the history of R&B and 
Christmas songs and creating a tight, funky 
band sound that paradoxically derives its for- 
ward drive and intensity from its supreme relaxation. And 
it was about Aaron Neville’s voice, an otherworldly tenor, 
draped in a vibrato as lush as Spanish moss, and topped 
with a peerless falsetto. 

Some veteran Neville fans said after the show that they 
detected a slight wear in the 64-year-old’s voice, but that 
was over the course of a 105-minute performance spelled 
with only a few instrumentals by his saxophone-playing 
brother Charles. Otherwise, Aaron’s technique was undi- 
minished — the jazzy melismas that extended a single syl- 
lable into five or six (like the “you” in “Remember that I’m 
gonna miss you”), or those falsetto leaps to a single word, 
giving a phrase emotional punch by making it swing. His 
five-piece band backed him with rhythmic doo-wop vocal 
choruses and spot-on harmonies. (“A bass player who 
sings falsetto,” my neighbor said approvingly.) From 
“White Christmas” to “Everybody Plays the Fool” to 
“Rockin’ Pneumonia” and “Amazing Grace,” it was just 
about perfect.

LADY SOVEREIGN 
MIXED MESSAGES 


Touring behind her new Vertically Challenged EP (Chocolate 
Industries), Lady Sovereign faced high expectations in her 
first stateside show, a week ago Monday upstairs at the 
Middle East. Although the capacity crowd was ready for 
her to run the road, the young MC spent more time run- 
ning her mouth between songs than rhyming over jagged 
beats. “Who’s English?!” she asked, receiving a single, en- 
thusiastic reply. Heckling her countrywoman with a 
mouth worthy of the British Navy, Sov elicited an “ohmy- 
god!” and quickly launched into a tirade against mallrats, 
and her convincing imitations cut close to home. Self-con- 
scious in a cheeky kind of way, she threw what seemed an 
obvious wink when she asked, “Any Myspace people here?” 
The banter put a damper on the buzz in the room, but 
when Sov rapped, everyone was rapt. Keeping pace with 
grime’s uptempo riddims is no easy feat, but she demon- 
strated her rep-making prowess, spilling staccato syllables 
wherever she pleased. Muddled sound obscured her lyrics 
but not her delivery, and so she zigzagged alongside the 
bleeps and bloops and bass. It might have helped if the beats 
she rapped over had more closely resembled the tracks 
Frampster, her DJ, played during his extra twitchy short 
intro set. Instead, a handful of high-energy anthems aside, 
the crowd was treated to a preview of her imminent major- 
label makeover: midtempo grooves fit for elastic verses and 
airbrushed hooks. And she snubbbed fans on their favorite 
song: rather than a rousing “Ch-Ching,” she offered an un- 
derwhelming remix with just fragments of the original. 


PEERLESS Aaron Neville’s show was about New Orleans — and 
a whole lot more. 


What’s more, Lady Sov’s thunder — or was it just the 
bass? — seemed a little lacking after Ghislain Poirier’s 
set. Bobbing behind his laptop and effects module 
through an outstanding batch of originals from Breakup- 
down (Chocolate Industries), the Montreal-based produc- 
er put the low-end theory (and the Middle East’s sound 
system) to the test, and he got people moving after an 
earlier valiant attempt by Boston’s DJ Makko, who 
opened the show with a set of hip-hop favorites and 
quirky remixes.

SATOSHI TOMIIE 
ELECTRONIC SOUL 


Satoshi Tomiie, a house-music maker discovered by 
Frankie Knuckles more than 15 years ago and a work- 
horse in the genre ever since, came to Avalon last Friday 
night in support of his two current CDs, ES and ES-B 
(Saw Recordings). The “ES” stands for “electronic soul,” 
and that sums up Tomiie’s sound: warm and rhythmic 
but also cool and scratchy. At Avalon he proved himself 
a master of what house does better than any other disco 
idiom: lay down a rhythm groove that no matter how 
many different haircuts the DJ gives it never loses its 
smile. Or its personality. Tomiie never stopped the 
rhythm — stops being a recent trend in electronic DJing 
that violates the whole meaning of groove. Mercilessly, 
faithfully, he kept his groove keeping on, holding the 
dancers to their mettle, testing their staying power. 
The dancers loved it. 

Tomiie worked without earphones. Using his sound 
board’s continuous cueing capabilities, he kept two CDs 
going at the same time, blending them and quick-cut- 
ting between them, distorting the vocals — and the 
electronica — as a means of swinging the music from 
one path to another. Slender and tiny, he rarely moves 
about in the DJ booth. His presence is cool, unobtrusive 
but insistent, in keeping with the constancy of his mu- 
sic. And what music! He laid down a beat as hard, at 
times, as Carl Cox’s, contrasting it with skimpy elec- 
tronic atmospherics and voices flirty, with touches of 
R&B, Strung into his beat, sometimes overriding it and 
at other times giving way to it, was a sweet, crooning 
rhythm that recalled classic soul even as the sustained 
drive, drive, drive of his beat recalled classic funk. Soul 
was joy music and funk was work music, and thus the 
message of Tomiie’s set: work, work, work till you drop 
—and utterly enjoy every minute of it (as well as the 
good things that work brings you). James Brown him- 
self couldn’t have said it more pointedly.

®@ 2 THE COMPLETE JELLY 
ROLL MORTON LIBRARY OF CON- 
GRESS RECORDINGS BY ALAN LO- 
MAX | ROUNDER | The self-pro 
claimed “inventor” of jazz had been 
all but forgotten when in 1938 eth 
nomusicologist Alan Lomax sat him 
down at a piano for several days of 
storytelling, piano playing, and 
singing. Lomax edited those record 
ings into the Morton quasi-autobi 
ography Mister Jelly Roll, and the mu 
sic has appeared sporadically on dif 
ferent recordings. Now, for the first 
time, here’s the whole shebang on 
CD, Jelly talking, singing, and play 
ing over the course of seven discs. 
(An eighth includes interviews with 
Morton contemporaries.) What cap 
tivates are Morton's droll, oddly for 
mal locutions over his comping pi 
ano chords, the relaxed, natural 
phrasing of his playing, and the 
charm of his baritone vocals. You 
can hear plenty about Jelly’s New 
Orleans youth, the sporting houses, 
the razor and gun fights, gambling, 
poo! playing, Mardi Cras Indians, 
and music. The stories can get pret 
ty raunchy, and so can the songs. 
(Check the multi-part “Murder Bal 
lad.”) But here he is, if not jazz’s in- 
ventor, certainly its first great com 
poser. The packaging is impossible 
(a clumsy cardboard grand piano 
that won't conform to any known 
shelving system), but it includes Lo 
max’s book and a supplementary 
80-page booklet. The faint-of-heart 
can hunt down Rounder'’s 1993 four 
CD mostly-music set, but the com 
plete edition is invaluable

1976-1996 | RHINO | The original 
1972 Lenny Kaye-compiled Nuggets 
was a rock landmark — a double-al 
bum collection of mostly non-hit 
songs by mostly unsung American 


mid-'6os garage bands that some 
how captured the boundless cultural 
energy of the time and helped spark 
a garage-band revival. In 1998, Rhi 
no gave it a super-size reissue as a 
four-CD box set — Nuggets: Original 
Artyfacts from the First Psychedelic Era, 
965-1968 — and followed up in 2001 
with a second, equally large Nuggets 
box dedicated to music by non. 
American artists — “the British Em 
pire and beyond” — from the same 
three-year period. This year the la 
bel devoted a third four-disc mon 
ster to what it’s calling the “Second 
Psychedelic Era,” which apparently 
arbitrarily?) occurred between 1976 
and 1996. Truth be told, only a small 
fraction of Children of Nuggets’ 100 
tracks can be called psychedelic, but 
every one of them follows stylistic 
lines that connect it to the halcyon 
60s, from “I Can’t Hide” by San 
Francisco's Flamin’ Groovies and 
“Help You Ann” by Boston’s own 
Lyres to “Lights Are Changing” by 
England’s Bevis Frond and “I Want 
You Back” by Australia’s Hoodoo Gu 
rus, It’s not a perfect line-up — in 
particular, most of the ’80s LA “Pais- 
ley Underground” bands just 
haven't held up. But any set featur 
ing such wondrous, near-forgotten 
acts as Mickey & the Milkshakes, 
Sun Dial, and the Spongetones is at 
least worth the effort that went into 
compiling it.

This set’s an extravagance, but the 
perfect gift for Stones fans. It’s the 
third and final box in a set that 
puts every single the band recorded 
from its inception through 1971 in 
digital form — ready to be ripped 
for the iPod and then displayed like 
a rock-and-roll Bronze Star. Each 
CD represents a different historic 
single, right down to the label 
and faux black vinyl finish, so, for 
example, the “Jumpin’ Jack Flash 
disc reproduces the original psyche- 
delic-era (1968) 45 jacket and offers 
the hit and its B-side, “Child of the 
Moon,” the latter courtesy of that 


wacky flower child Brian Jones 
There’s even Mick’s “Memo from 
Turner” b/w “Natural Magic” from 
the movie Performance. The digital 
remastering’s fine, missing only 
the hisses and crackles of years 
gone by — now, for vinyl collectors, 
the sonic equivalent of the craggy 
wear on the band members them- 
selves. Although these recordings 
and their brightly nostalgic packag- 
ing are all about the Stones’ glori 
ous past, the box culminates with 
some nods to the contemporary: a 
“Sympathy for the Devil” disc with 
a 3-D wagging tongue on its cover 
and remixes by the Neptunes and 
Fatboy Slim, and a DVD with per 
formances of “Time Is on My Side” 
(from The Ed Sullivan Show) and videos 
for four other tunes.

lies the vast and undervalued realm 
of Girl Groupdom, a place where 
there’s nothing but bliss for your 
one and only and nothing but a 
heartache for the one you can’t 
have. Although often dismissed, 
this was more than just fluff — it 
was a sound and sensation that, in 
its innocent fashion, delved into the 
fragile heart of adolescence, a time 
of hormones and high drama. For 
this collection, Rhino has focused 
on the unusual and the obscure, and 
the result is a rare treasure. From 
the Velvelettes’ hard-charging, 
hand-slapping opener, “Needle in a 
Haystack,” to the Butterflys’ lilting 
lullaby closer, “Good Night Baby,” 
we have songs as rich with joy as 
they are fraught with despair. Fa 
miliar names get their due: Carole 
King, Lesley Gore, the Ronettes, the 
Shangri-Las, and Dusty Springfield 
are all represented, but performing 
deeper cuts than you might expect. 
The titles tell the story: “Whatever 
Happened to Our Love,” “He Makes 
Me So Mad,” “They Never Taught Us 
That in School, “When the Boy’s 


Happy (the Girl’s Happy Too),” “How 
Can I Tell Mom and Dad.” Each is 
rendered in three-strip Technicolor 
and projected on a widescreen canvas

C.S. Lewis and J.R.R. Tolkien were friends 
and colleagues at Oxford, so it’s apt that The 
Chronicles of Narnia: The Lion, the Witch and the 
Wardrobe, the new film version of the first 
of Lewis’s seven Narnia volumes, plays like 
The Lord of the Rings with training wheels. 
Andrew Adamson, director of the Shrek 
films, has hardly put the auteurist stamp 
on the material that Peter Jackson did with 
Tolkien's trilogy; in fact, the nicest thing 
one might say of Adamson’s adaptation is 
that he didn’t screw it up. That’s no small 
thing, and as a result, there’s no reason the 
film shouldn’t delight a broad swath of 
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children and grown-ups, including those 
who haven't read the books. 

I hadn’t read Lion in 30 years, and I'd 
forgotten how slight the initial tale is. 
Four London children — siblings Peter, 
Susan, Edmund, and Lucy — are taking 
refuge from the Blitz in a musty English 
country house when they discover in an 
antique wardrobe a portal to another world, 
Narnia. There, thanks to Jadis, the White 
Witch (Tilda Swinton), there’s been 100 
years of winter but no Christmas. The chil- 
dren’s arrival, however, heralds the return 
of spring and of Aslan (voiced by Liam Nee- 
son), the talking lion who is Narnia’s savior. 
What follows is a Judas-like betrayal, sev- 
eral examples of death and resurrection, 
and an apocalyptic battle that owes more 
to Jackson’s Ring cycle than to Lewis. 

Much has been made of the Narnia se- 
ries’s Christian allegorical subtext, but it’s 
no more obtrusive than that of, say, the 
Matrix trilogy — it’s obviously there, but you 
can also ignore it and enjoy the story as a 
rousing adventure tale. Just as prominent, 
at least in Adamson’s Narnia, is the alle- 
gorical take on totalitarianism. The director 
opens the picture with the real-life terror 
of a London air raid. It seems unlikely that 
there could be anything as scary in Narnia, 
but Adamson finds echoes in a Narnia battle 
scene in which giant birds flying in forma- 
tion drop boulders on enemy forces below.

RICH INNER LIFE? That would be impossibly adorable Georgie Henley’s Lucy. 


(Both of these sequences expand on events 
that are only implied in the book.) There’s 
also a frightening sacrificial ritual that’s 
part pagan blood rite and part Nuremberg 
rally. Jadis maintains power through fear, 
overseeing a secret police whose agents are 
everywhere and forcing citizens to inform 
on one another. 

What’s obvious and overdetermined 
here isn’t the subtext but the characteriza- 
tions. Black sheep Edmund’s selfishness 
is blatant from the beginning, as is prag- 
matic Susan’s literal-mindedness. The sole 
character who seems to have a rich inner 
life, thanks to the impossibly adorable 
Georgie Henley, is youngest child Lucy, 


whose mischievous smile and wide eyes 
suggest boundless playfulness and curiosi- 
ty. If the characters have subtler traits and 
additional dimensions, the filmmakers 
seem to be saving such revelations for the 
sequels, as Lewis did. 

That’s not an altogether sloppy strategy. 
Most fantasy films (including the Shrek 
movies) seem to explain away all their 
quirks without leaving enough mystery to 
keep your imagination piqued and in- 
trigued after the movie ends. But Adam- 
son’s Narnia has enough strange crea- 
tures, ancient mysteries, and glittering 
vistas on the horizon to justify return vis- 
its to the wardrobe.

The Talent Given Us is given us

The Wedding Crashers and The 40-Year Old 

Virgin are two of 2005’s most pleasura- 
ble American comedies, and they deserve 
their popularity. The third comedy of merit, 
Andrew Wagner’s The Talent 
Given Us, my favorite of all 
this year, has languished in 
deep limbo since premier- 
ing last January at Sun- 
dance. It’s failed to finda 
distributor, and the Kendall 
Square Cinema knocked it 
off its fall schedule. I’m 
happy to see that the MFA has arranged for

production, “the aristocrats” (the joke) 
with the loony, obsessive, inbred cast but 
without the wall-to-wall sex. Filmmaker 
Wagner, a high-school teacher and also a 
frustrated, semi-failed 


screenwriter residing in LA, 


persuaded his wife to let 


him take their savings for a 


down payment on a home 
and self-finance this in- 
tensely personal movie. 
Wagner wrote, directed, 
photographed, and edited 
it in his living room, but the cast came 
cheap. Courageously playing blighted, 
manic, wounded (and fictive?) versions of 
themselves are Andrew’s 6o0ish mother 


and father and his 3o0ish sisters. They’re all 


sublime on screen, very funny, startlingly 
open. How did they allow Andrew to film 
them at the most fragile, fractious mo- 
ments? What’s the last time you saw a 
filmmaker with camera in bed with his 
parents as his naked father pushes his 
mother’s head lower and lower? (Don’t 
worry: there’s a cutaway!) 

The film begins on Manhattan’s West 
Side, the middle-class Jewish residency of 
the parents, Allen and Judy Wagner. Allen, 
an overweight rhino, huffs and wobbles all 
the way to doctors’ appointments, his con- 
versation an incomprehensible plug of 
phlegm, a plastic straw (for suction?) plant- 
ed in his cheek like a lollipop. He’s become 
incontinent and impotent from an overload 
of medicines, and Judy doesn’t like it. She 
sits home doing crossword puzzles, some- 
times feeling for Allen, other times raging 
and fuming. “I missed the mark in my 
life,” she declares. 

On an impulse, Judy persuades Allen to 
drive across country to see Andrew, as if 
visiting their son might make life right. 
They bring along their adult daughters, 
the vaguely normal Maggie and the ab- 
surdly cuckoo Emily, whose decade-long 





thespian career as a background character 
on ER (true!) doesn’t obviate the necessity 
of four-times-a-week shrink appoint- 
ments, “I’m a compulsive masturbator be- 
cause you wouldn’t pick me up as a kid,” 
she tells her mother. 

And away they go! California, here they 
come! 

What’s the serious stuff? Judy is forever 
angry because, many moons ago, Allen 
apparently had an affair, though he still 
denies it. Now she’s contemplating a di- 
vorce to salvage her last years, and Allen is 
in denial about that, too. Should she or 
shouldn’t she leave her husband? All good 
road movies are ultimately about self-dis- 
covery, and in LA, city of self-help, all 
kinds of answers are proposed. And son 
Andrew? He’s MIA: nobody has seen him 
for weeks and weeks. 

The self-reflexive irony, of course, is that 
while the Wagner family are desperately 
seeking him, he’s been there all the time, 
standing quietly behind the camera. And 
Judy and Allen? After 45 years of passing each 
other, maybe, with the talent given them, 
they too can look up and see, and confess a 
screwy kind of semi-happiness. ©

The life of the late Texas trouba- 
dour Townes Van Zandt — author 
of the Willie Nelson hit “Pancho 
& Lefty” and, along with Cuy 
Clark, Joe Ely, and Jimmie Dale 
Gilmore, part of the Lone Star 
State’s golden circle of tune- 
smiths — was sad and complicat- 
ed. That shouldn’t be a surprise 
to anyone familiar with his 
songs. As filmmaker Margaret 
Brown's biography — carefully 
woven from interviews, archival 
performances, and visuals of the 
open road — attests, Van Zandt 
wrote so capably about lost souls 
because he was one himself. 

A mischievous youth with a 
taste for LSD, he was subjected to 
electroconvulsive therapy in his 
teens and suffered a permanent 
loss of childhood memories. 
Nonetheless, when he emerged 
in the ’60s and Ely and Gilmore 
first heard his music, “it made 


us rethink what a song is about,” 
Ely explains in the first of the 
film’s many testimonials from 
friends, family, and admirers 
who include Emmylou Harris and 
Sonic Youth’s Steve Shelley. 

Watching Van Zandt perform 
his songs is astonishing. His slow, 
perfectly timed and intonated 
strumming is natural as breath- 
ing, and his voice rings with clari- 
ty and warmth. But beneath the 
mastery there was a storm of emo- 
tional conflict that consumed him 
and, as the film’s final passages 
show, eventually eroded his mu 
sic. His heart stopped in 1987, 
when he was just 52, after his 
wife removed him from a Mem- 
phis hospital where he was suffer- 
ing from the DTs following hip 
surgery. Brown's tribute shows 
not only the rich legacy he left 
behind in his art but the pain and 
loss he bequeathed those who 
loved him.

A winning verdict for Phoenix Wright 


Your honor, the people’s charges 

against Phoenix Wright: Ace Attorney are 
grave indeed, and not often brought 
against video games in this court. The 
evidence is clear and will prove beyond a 
shadow of a doubt that Phoenix Wright is 
guilty . . . guilty of being awesome. 

Phoenix Wright first distinguishes itself 
by the premise. Phoenix isn’t a cyborg at- 
torney from the future, or an attorney cum 
hitman. He’s a regular defense lawyer, and 
he instantly becomes one of the most en- 
gaging video-game protagonists I’ve seen. 
A novice just out of law school, he indulges 
in wild gesticulations and some 
of the most aggressive finger 
pointing since the McCarthy era. 
Privately, though, he doubts his 
legal ability and chafes when 
people make fun of his spiky 
haircut. His integrity gives wel- 
come gravity to a game that fea- 
tures a giant inflatable samurai. 

There are two phases of game- 
play. Phoenix spends much of his 
time investigating the scene of 
the crime, picking up clues, and 
interviewing witnesses. Al- 
though you play in the first per- 
son, Phoenix offers only static 
screens that you can search for 
significant information with the 
DS’s stylus. In this, it’s reminis- 
cent of classic PC adventure 
games like The Secret of Monkey Is- 
land. After acquiring evidence in 
one place, you can show it to witnesses to 
elicit more information. Or simply save it 
for the trials — which is where the rest of 
the game takes place. 

Some might think text-driven gameplay 
couldn’t be terribly exciting — but then, an 
awful lot of people think Mike D from the 
Beastie Boys is Screech’s brother, so you 
can’t put a lot of stock in the general popu-

lace. The trials provide some of the best 
gaming moments of the year. Your funda- 
mental task is to reveal contradictions be- 
tween witness testimony and the court 
record. If a witness says he found the body at 
1 but the court record puts the time of death 
between 4 and 5, you present the contradic- 
tion and put the bastard on ice. 

The plot unfolds with twists and turns 
befitting a prime-time legal drama. Almost 
all the witnesses are hiding something. 
Watching them begin to crack under the 
pressure provides a thrill quite distinct from 
usual video-game fare like merciless alien 
slaughter. Not that the game is bereft 
of dramatic flourishes — when a wit- 
ness’s testimony crumbles, Phoenix 
leaps from the bench in front of a 
streaky, anime-style background while 
music starts pumping that sounds 
like a Mega Man boss battle. And the 
best part is knowing that you’re shov- 
ing it in some smarmy prosecutor’s 
sneering face. 

The choose-your-own-adventure 
style of play sometimes seems to be 
leading you by the nose (when Phoenix 
wonders whether to press a witness 
further, the answer is always yes), 
but the puzzles offer some genuine 
head scratchers. The way you tease 
(ON contradictions out of witness testi- 
mony is sometimes telegraphed from 
the start of a trial and sometimes de-

misspoken word. Fortunately, you 
can page forward and backward through tes 
timony without penalty. Still, the urge to 
consult a walkthrough can be strong. 

A game that rewards logic and reasoning 
without sacrificing excitement or humor is a 
rare treat.

Cold comforts 


Three Sisters at the ART, White Christmas at the Wang 


SISTERS PROZOROV Irina, Olga, and Masha laugh it up. 


ife passes agonizingly slowly, yet ex- 

trudes in violent bursts, for the Pro- 

zorovs of Krystian Lupa’s Three Sisters. 

The Polish visionary’s stateside de- 

but, six years in the planning by 
American Repertory Theatre (where it con- 
tinues through January 1), is scribbled with 
the director-designer’s signatures: a vast sce- 
nescape riddled with doors and windows and 
bordered by a red frame; soft drumming to 
guide the action (performed the first week by 
Lupa himself); and fraught silences you 
could drive a troika through. 

But this is no turn-of-the-2oth-century 
display of the ennui of the Russian gentry. 
Critic Richard Gilman, comparing Three Sisters 
with Waiting for Godot, asserts that “Chekhov 
wishes to reveal how time, as we experience 
it, is always and only the present, how the 
future is always illusion, the past always ab- 
sence or loss.” He suggests that time (along 
with irresolvable predicament) is the subject 
of Three Sisters, eroding its characters, who 
philosophize futilely of how life will become 
meaningful in 20 or 200 years, even as it 
dangles its carrot of hope. In Lupa’s minute- 
ly realized vision of the work, time hangs 
heavily as the play journeys at once forward 
toward existential despair and backward 
through sartorial history. 

“Adapted” from Chekhov's play and 
“based on” the blunt translation by Paul 
Schmidt, Lupa’s Three Sisters may prove trou- 
blesome to those who believe Chekhov’s ge- 
nius should stand on its own. But what is 
grafted onto the Russian master’s humane 


paean to the girls who can’t get to Moscow 
are the markings of another genius, not mere 
modernist decoration. Lupa’s art is bathed in 
Jung, and some of what he brings out in the 
psychology of the Prozorovs is startling: the 
ever-hovering shades of the parents, who im- 
bued their progeny with the education and 
the sensitivity that makes provincia] vulgari- 
ty unbearable to them; the near-incestuous 
infantilization of brother Andrei by his sis- 
ters; the physical, nursery-bred intimacy of 
the overcharged sisters themselves. 

But Lupa sees the play as floating from 
laden realism to deliberate fragmentation, 
with its agitated third act an effort by the 
characters, however unsuccessful, to break 
free of the motionlessness that mires them. 
The three-and-a-half-hour staging, there- 
fore, moves from startling freshness, the 
birthday-party cordiality of the first act rife 
with dangerous underpinnings, to emotion- 
al wildness in the bedroom scene, where 
outside the city’s on fire and inside the Pro- 
zorovs are rolling and roiling around in their 
skivvies, to dull defeat in Chekhov’s fourth 
act, where the regiment of soldiers that has 
been the family’s only civilized company is 
pulling out of town. 

Moreover, the production follows its care- 
fully contrived, poetical trajectory at a slack- 
ening pace, the human connection of all but 
the sisters to one another so severed by the 
farewell exchanges that conversation takes 
the form of two people standing at some dis- 
tance and addressing non sequitur protract- 
ed by awkward silence straight ahead at the 


audience. Everyone is so depressed, you be 
gin to think Prozac might be named for the 
Prozorovs. 

When Masha breaks this mood of flat 
tened desperation by clinging so fast to de- 
parting lover Vershinin that she must be 
peeled off, the effect is heartbreaking — as is 
the sisters’ stubborn if zombie-like refusal to 
give in to their own tragedy. But getting to 
the moment when Olga looks bravely for 
ward to learning why we suffer requires 
commitment. Dramaturg Gideon Lester 
speaks of “living through” a Lupa produc 
tion, and that is indeed what the experience 
is like. It’s a visually, aurally, and intellectu 
ally rigorous exercise, not for the metaboli- 
cally speedy or faint of heart. 

There are, however, innumerable mo- 
ments of piercing insight (some accompa- 
nied by piercing music: Polish composer 
Jacek Ostaszewski’s swarming strings, 
calmed by Lupa’s drum). In the beginning, 
Lupa paints the Prozorovs as still childish: 
giggling, tearful, teasing, squabbling little 
birds abandoned in a chilly nest to which 
Godot is not coming. The performances in 
subsidiary roles are concentrated, sometimes 
humorous, and able to swim the waters of 
abstraction. These include turns by Thomas 
Derrah as jaded newspaper junkie and failed 
physician Chebutykin and Will LeBow as 
Masha’s touchingly devoted pedant of a 
spouse, Kulygin. But those roles are less radi 
cally conceived than those of the Prozorovs, 
Vershinin, and the sisters’ trashy, usurping 
sister-in-law, Natasha. In them openness to 
Lupa’s ideas and long weeks of intense re- 
hearsal prove mothers of invention. 

Julienne Hanzelka Kim's tiny yet formida- 
ble Natasha is less villainous than compelled 
yet eager to please. Tony winner Frank 
Wood’s Vershinin is 
no dashing dreamer 
but an earthbound, 
dutiful sad-sack. 
Kelly McAndrews 
presents an uncom- 
monly ripe Olga who 
may be the key to 
Sean Dugan’s at once 
emasculated and 
sexually desperate 
Andrei. Sarah Grace 
Wilson drains the 
sugar from Irena, 
making her a tragic 
ghost of her hopeful 
if abrupt first-act 
self. And Molly Ward 
is an angular, sensu- 
ous Masha toeing 
the border of mania, 
whether flinging 
herself through the 
desperate song-and-

dance that wakes the baby or uttering her 
low bullet burst of a laugh. Chekhov famous 
ly admonished against firing a gun that has 
not been previously brandished. Here every 
assertion of Masha’s unhappy mirth seems a 
precursor to the offstage shot that will punc- 
ture the one leaky life preserver bobbing be 
tween the Prozorovs and bottom. 

White Christmas (at the Wang Theatre 
through December 31) also takes place in a 
hinterland full of old soldiers, but it’s about 

hovian as Busby Berkeley. The pro- 
1 at the Wang (whic alternate 
5 betv 3 Paul) is as redo- 
lent of 42nd Street as it is of the beloved 1954 
film on which it’s based. And the surefire 
combination of Irving Berlin (all the songs 
from the film and a few more) and the ter 
rific tap dancing engineered by Randy Skin 
ner make the show, which is directed by 
Tony winner Walter Bobbie, a winner. I'd go 
so far as to say that the stage version of White 
Christmas is less wooden if more lacquered 
than the movie. 

There are a lot of small changes in the 
book by David Ives and Paul Blake, but the 
basic story is the same. Suave Stephen Bogar- 
dus and fleet-of-foot Michael Cruber star as 
workaholic Bob Wallace and playboy Phil 
Davis, successful 1950s vaudevilleans who 
discover the lovely Haynes sisters (statuesque 
Kerry O’Malley as Betty and pert hoofer Na- 
dine Isenegger as Judy), then accompany 
them to their holiday gig at an inn in Ver- 
mont that turns out to be (a) run by the guys 
adored old World War Il general and (b) dying 
the tourist death due to an absence of frozen 
precipitation. Wallace and Davis decide to 
bring in their retinue and put on a show in 
the barn. Romantic misunderstandings and 
big numbers ensue. But in the end, each 
song-and-dance man gets a Haynes, snow 
flutters down, and the audience gets to sing 
along to the tune Bing Crosby made the best 
selling record in history 

White Christmas stays true to its 50s values 
and fashions while offering some smartly 
turned — and tapped — out spectacle, no- 
tably on “The Best Things Happen While 
You’re Dancing,” which broadens into a ball 
room fantasia, and the interpolated “Blue 
Skies” and “I Love a Piano.” All four leads are 
good singers, with 

O’Malley and Bogar- 
dus making a ravish- 
ing mesh of “Love, 
You Didn’t Do Right 
by Me” and “How 
Deep Is the Ocean.” 
I’m not sure White 
Christmas, with all its 
tender hokum, need-

House induces either 
naturalistic or irreverent, ex- 
pressionistic impulses in a 
director. Sarah Friedberg, 
who helms the play for 
Small World Big Sky Produc- 
tions (at Devanaughn The- 
atre through December 11) 
mines it for its naturalism.

Just right? 


Boston Ballet’s Nutcracker at the Opera House

all it “The Nutcracker and the Three 
Theaters,” not a very catchy title, 
but it’s a good story. Boston Ballet’s 
The Nutcracker spent 35 happy years 
at the Wang Theatre, drawing as 
many as 140,000 people a year (more than 
go to any other Nutcracker worldwide) toa 
house that, with 3600 seats, really is too 
big for ballet. Then the Wang Center folks 
decided they could make more holiday 
money with the likes of the Rockettes and 
Irving Berlin’s White Christmas, and so last 
year the Ballet took its 
Nutcracker to the Clear Channel-run 
Colonial Theatre, which with 1700 seats 
is too small for what has to be a holiday 
moneymaker. This year Boston Ballet’s 
Nutcracker is in the 2500-seat Opera House 
(also Clear Channel), through December 
30, and if, unlike Goldilocks, the 
production hasn’t found its new home 
just right, it’s still a pretty good fit. 

It’s also a workable marriage between 
the 1978 sets by Helen Pond and Herbert 
Senn and the 1995 costumes by David 
Walker (with additions by Charles 
Heightchew) and the more recent chore- 
ography by company artistic director 
Mikko Nissinen. The Opera House stage is 
shallower than the Wang’s, and though 
that means fewer party guests and 
Snowflakes and Flowers, it also brings 
the action closer to the audience. The 45- 
member orchestra, on the other hand, is 
farther away, some 15 feet down in the 
Opera House pit. Music director Jonathan 
McPhee and associate conductor Mark 
Churchill can’t see the stage and have to 
look at a monitor, and the necessary 
amplification makes Tchaikovsky’s score 
sound tinny, though the spot miking 
affords many intriguing details. 

But the opulent sets now make a 
good backdrop for Nissinen’s spare, 
unfrilly story line and choreography. 
The LED lighting from Color Kinetics and 
the silver backdrop for the Snowflakes 
and the giant snowflake that ferried 
Clara and the Nutcracker to the Kingdom 
of Sweets are gone; the familiar Oriental- 
blue Silberhaus drawing room and 
Enchanted Forest and balloon (undeterred 
by blizzard conditions) are back. As he did 
last year, the Nutcracker, after dispatching 
the Mouse King, turns into the Cavalier 
who escorts Clara to the Kingdom of 
Sweets and there is welcomed home by 
his sweetheart, the Sugar Plum Fairy, 
while Godpapa Drosselmeier, who’s 
flown in alongside the balloon, looks 
after Clara. Fritz again throws a 
tantrum after getting a book asa 
present, the Governess gives Clara and 


and Grandma break into that polka in 
the midst of the polonaise, and Fritz is 
just as delighted to receive the departing 
Drosselmeier’s on-the-fritz (a visual pun?) 
watch. In Clara’s dream, Drosselmeier’s 
Harlequin and Columbine and Bear 
again chase her around the stage. The 
old distracting backdrops for the act-two 
divertissements are gone; Clara and 
Drosselmeier sit center upstage on a 
blue throne whose shape echoes the 
Gothic windows of act one. 

Sometimes it’s too spare. All that’s 
left of the Delivery Boy who was sweet 
on the Silberhaus parlor maid is the 
young man who does some beats and 
tours a la seconde in the street outside the 
Silberhaus home and collects a coin from 
one of the children. He’s not even 
credited in the program, though Joel 
Prouty elicited a deserved round of 
applause at last Thursday’s press night. 
Aside from the dancing lesson and the 
polka, the Governess and Grandpa and 
Grandma are decoration; apart from 
matching watches with Drosselmeier 
and scolding Fritz, Herr Silberhaus has 
little to do, and his wife less. And 
Drosselmeier’s clownish bumbling is 
inconsistent with his magic powers. 
Last year, instead of flying off ina 
balloon or a snowflake at the end of the 
ballet, Clara woke from her dream and 
held up her Nutcracker and seemed to 
ask whether it really was just a dream; 
it was the best conclusion any Nutcracker 
has had since the oft-aired 1978 American 
Ballet Theatre version in which Gelsey 
Kirkland looks out through a frosted 
window in wonder. This year Clara and 
Drosselmeier just fly off in the balloon. 

There’s not much drama in the dancing, 
either, not with choreography that 
verges on pretty and pleasing. Apart from 
the bravura split kicks and tours 4 la 
seconde in the Trepak, the men, even the 
Snow King and the Cavalier, attempt little 
that’s memorable; it’s as if departed ballet 
master Raymond Lukens had taken all 
their turns with him to New York. Chocolate 
(Spanish), Tea (Chinese), Marzipan 
(Pastorale), and the Snowflake and 
Flower ensemble numbers are satisfying 
rather than scintillating; only Coffee 
(Arabian) retains the power to hurt and 
heal. Dew Drop, once a testing ground 
for principals and soloists, can now be 
performed capably by any corps member. 

Sugar Plum’s variation, the one with 
the celesta, still rewards dancers with 
line and nuance, and on press night 
Larissa Ponomarenko had both, creating 
delicate arabesques with her beats and

of piqué and chainé turns. What she didn’t 
have was an adequate partner, Roman 
Rykine looking stiff and flubbing some 
moves, though he brought off a difficult 
hopping sequence that other Cavaliers 
didn’t even essay. On Friday, Lorna Feij6o 
appeared straitjacketed and lacking in 
her usual attitude; only the variation got 
her eyes and her shoulders moving. She 
too received little help from her partner; 
Carlos Molina, apart from his usual 
excellent mime, seemed disoriented and 
out of synch. Different story Saturday 
night: Nelson Madrigal, fresh-faced and 
boyish, brought a Puckish quality to his 
Cavalier, his body language throwing out 
hints of good-natured parody. He ran out 
of steam quickly in his tarantella varia- 
tion, attempting little and doing less; he 
recovered somewhat in the coda with a 
series of tours a la seconde, and his 
partnering was a model by this company’s 
current standard. Romi Beppu was, as 
always, beaming in her expression and 
pointed in her movement. 

Karine Seneca brought some mystery 
— as well as sex — to Coffee, undulating 
sinuously in front of Yury Yanowsky; 
Kelley Potter and Jaime Diaz were blander 
and had technical problems; Lia Cirio 
and Sabi Varga made the best connection 
of the three couples. Nissinen’s choreog- 
raphy for Dew Drop looks better on 
women with long arms and legs 
(Melanie Atkins, for one), but Saturday 
night Tempe Ostergren had enough dew 
to compensate for any visual or technical 


shortcomings, and she hit those tricky

Jazz comes to the canvas in the

It’s no special wonder that the art collec- 
tion of George and Joyce Wein, the 
founders of the Newport Jazz Festival, 
would be as rich in jazz motifs and as 
evocative of the history of 2oth-century 
African-American painting as “Syncopat- 
ed Rhythms,” the rewarding and intelli- 
gently documented show at the Boston 
University Art Gallery. 

What is a wonder is how many of the 
artists were themselves entrenched in jazz 
culture. The influence of jazz finds its most 
visible expression in subject matter: Oliver 
Johnson’s stunning 1977 portrait of Louis 
Armstrong; Norman Lewis’s 1943 oil Harlem 
Jazz Jamboree; Romare Beardon’s riveting 
1981 collage Uptown Sunday Night Session. 

More significant is the influence of jazz 
on the artists’ lives and, beyond that, on 
the styles their work embodied. Beardon 
wrote song lyrics and belonged to the 
American Society of Composers, Authors, 
and Publishers. Miles Davis took up paint- 
ing in the 1980s after a 4o-year career as 
one of the seminal musicians in he history 
of the music. Charles Alston designed 
record jackets and sketched such figures as 
Billie Holiday, Ethel Waters, and Bessie Smith. 

But it’s the esthetic influence of jazz — 
its tonal ambiguities, its shifting rhythmic 
pulses, its improvisational complexity, and 
perhaps above all its intellectual drive — 
that gives “Syncopated Rhythms” corre- 
sponding visual qualities. The challenge of 
the exhibit is like the challenge of jazz it- 
self, which is the challenge of all primarily 
cerebral, emotionally distilled art — name- 
ly, a surface of infinite, calculated reserve. 
But just as you don’t leave a Samuel Beckett 
play feeling all warm and fuzzy, you don’t 
leave “Syncopated Rhythms” with a sense 
of being touched so much as transformed, 
informed, and enriched. 

In her lucid catalogue essay, curator Pa- 
tricia Hills notes that from Stuart Davis, 
who “came to his ideas about art-making 
through his experiences as a youth fre- 
quenting the barrelhouses of Newark,” Ro- 
mare Beardon (1911-1988) came to develop 


his own style. With Davis’s guidance, 
Beardon “learned to listen to the ‘intervals’ 
(the stops or breaks) in an Earl Hines piano 
composition and to apply the lessons of 
jazz — coloration, rhythm, intervals — 

to painting.” 

Learned is an understatement. Bear- 
don’s two contributions to the show (New 
Orleans Farewell was the first piece the Weins 
bought from an African-American artist) 
are chief among its highlights and worth 
seeking out on their own. In Uptown Sunday 
Night Session, a luminous yellow haze ap- 
pears to fill the air of a jazz club stage 
where the musicians — piano, trumpets, 
clarinet, banjo — perform for a cocktail-sip- 
ping audience. For the most part the colors 
are rich yet flat, and their logic is composi- 
tional, not realistic. The musicians’ suits 
mutate from blue to gray to brown to 
green; the face of the banjo player shifts 
from brown to blue to beige; even the air 
morphs from gold to aquamarine. Bear- 
don’s signature collage style of flattened, 
highly stylized figures orchestrated into 
scenes depicting the lives of black people 
delivers.a unique monumentality here. The 
musicians tower in this nearly 4x5 work, 
and your eyes move between the oxygen- 
swollen form of the clarinet player ab- 
sorbed in making music and the stark face 
of the banjo player — the only musician 
whose eyes make contact with us. And it is 
his face that stands as counterpoint to the 
rest of the bustling, self-absorbed scene; in 
a sense it’s his face that makes Uptown Sun- 
day Night Session a jazz composition. Casting 
his glance at both the club audience and 
us, the banjo player’s world-weary eyes and 
lack of affect combine with his confronta- 
tional stillness to imply the inverse of the 
teeming life that surrounds him. At the 
heart of jazz lies the awareness of death. 

Space is less tightly packed in the works 
of Jacob Lawrence (1917-2000). Lawrence 
and Beardon have a similar kinetic sensibil- 
ity, and Lawrence’s use of color — sharp 
and kaleidoscopic — combines with simi- 
larly stylized, almost Cubist forms to con- 
vey a surface level of energy beneath which 
pulsates a deep remorse. In Fulton and 
Norton, a 1958 egg-tempera painting, we’re 
witness to a street scene of the Bedford- 
Stuyvesant section of Brooklyn where 
Lawrence lived. For all the vibrancy of the 
pedestrian traffic with its shoppers and 
lovers and guys hanging out at street corners, 
and for all the brightness of their clothes 
and the floral hues of the shops and street 
lamps, an aura of upset lives just below the 
surface. A mother clutches her daughter’s 
shoulders in a protective gesture; a woman 
looks worriedly into a man’s face; another

woman looks over her shoulder as if star- 
tled. What at first appears to be breezy and 
lighthearted and random — a slice of city 
life — proves on further inspection to be a 
finely tuned dance set to the beat of under- 
lying angst. Lawrence’s other painting in 
the show requires less scrutiny. His 1941 
Bus, done on his first visit to Jim Crow South, 
depicts a bus crowded at the back with 
black riders while the front of the vehicle 
seats a .00se scattering of whites. Between 
them the middle of the bus goes unoccu- 
pied, like a traveling demilitarized zone. 

Another gratifying feature of “Syncopat- 
ed Rhythms” is its stylistic range. From the 
charged, abstract oils of Norman Lewis 
(1909-1979), which offer no hint of his ear- 
lier, jazz-influenced social-realist period, to 
the more academic realism of John Biggers 
(1924-2001), Charles White (1918-1979), and 
John Wilson (born in 1922, he taught at 
Boston University until 1986), the show 
holds up as an important historic overview. 
But it is between those antithetical schools 
that many of the artists in the exhibit can 
be located, bound together within the 
loosely defined limits of abstract or figura- 
tive expressionism. 

Significant among them is Bob 
Thompson (1937-1966), a Louisville-born 
painter who after a brief stint as a BU un- 
dergraduate settled in Manhattan’s Lower 
East Side, where he fell in with the Beats 
until emigrating to Europe in 1960. 
Thompson’s vision involves an unstrained 
borrowing from European masters (think 
Gauguin on Delancey Street) to which he 


adds an American stamp. In his remark- 
able Stairway to the Stars, a crowd of multi- 
colored, simplified nudes descends a 
stairway whose side is a photostat of an 
American Airlines boarding ramp. The 
stairs transport passengers to a colorful, 
jubilant terrain of lollipop trees on a 
quiltwork of Crayola-like grasses. Domi- 
nating the foreground, but so demurely 
that it takes a while to see, is a black sil- 
houette in the shape of a pith helmet be- 
neath which looms an equally dark, trun- 
cated, undifferentiated face. Like Bear- 
don’s banjo player and the gestures of 
Lawrence’s pedestrians, the helmeted 
shadow recasts the playfulness and the 
sensuality of the surrounding scene and 
introduces an element of haunting, mys- 
terious negation. 

One other figurative expressionist 
worth noting is Benny Andrews (born 
1930), who grew up in Georgia before mov- 
ing to New York, where he taught at 
Queens College until 1997. Andrews weighs 
in with one work, a large (76 by 45 inches) 
1977 collage called Angel in which a wide fe- 
male figure in a purple, flower-patterned 
blouse plucks at harp strings that have 
been fashioned from rope. She’s no flat, 
rosy cherub: the nose lifts from the can- 
vas, the open mouth seems distorted and 
oversized, and the space where her left eye 
ought to be has been torn into as if a dog 
had mauled her. No matter, she sings, her 
body bowed like the instrument she plays, 
an emblem not so much of Heaven’s 
promise as Heaven’s cost. ©

Religious architecture is often 

monumental, with towering 
spires, vaulted ceilings, and massive 
stained-glass panels that generate awe 
and humility. But the sacred is also 
found in the small and the unassuming 
— in shrines and altars, in fetishistic ob- 











jects, and in symbolic imagery. For the 
past 12 years, the New Art Center in 
Newton, a secular institution whose ex- 
hibition space is situated in a beautiful 
late-19th-century church, has invited a 
variety of artists to create small icons or 
altars, leaving the interpretation of 
those terms entirely up to the artist. 
The resulting annual “ICONS + AL- 
TARS” brings some real spirit to Holiday 
Spirit — for those of all faiths, and for ye 
of not much faith 

This year’s “Icons + Altars” includes 
work by 97 regional artists including 
moving and colorful sculptural works by 
Janine Al-Bayati and Lorey Bonante, a 
profound-yet-smile-producing wallpiece 
in wood by Todd McKie, a haunting tiny 
oil painting by Gail Boyajian, and a be- 
guiling drawing of a soulful cat by 
Wendy Sellers. The exhibition is free, 
though all the work is for sale through a 
ticketed drawing process that benefits 
the New Art Center's education and ex- 
hibition programs. Tickets are $225 each 
and are on sale till 4 pm on December 19, 
when the drawing will be held, part of 
the festive closing reception.

Thirty pages into Rafi Zabor’s sorrow- 
drenched I, Wabenzi, he remembers the 
moment when he knew his parents would 
die. “I woke to the unexpected sound of 
water,” he writes. He runs down the hall 
to discover his parents stranded in a bath- 
room filling like a torpedoed submarine. 
“It rilled up over the bathroom doorsill — 
pressure behind it giving the water a bit of 
loft — and from around the sides of the 
door to an elevation of say three feet.” 

A mere flushing of the toilet had torn 
a pipe and flooded the Zabors’ Brooklyn 
apartment. Just a few days earlier, Zabor 
had performed the Heimlich maneuver on 
his father and dislocated the man’s ribs. 
Everything was falling apart, and Zabor 
was trying not to prolong his parents’ pain 
as they seethed and sighed toward their 
grave, one sip of milk and hot water ata 
time. Finally, it was over. In 1986, age 4o, 
Zabor was parentless and free. Almost. 

This meandering and word-mad book 
busts from this loss like a life raft on a 
torrent of memories. In the wake of his 
parents’ death, Zabor plans to set off on a 
spiritual journey through Turkey to Israel 
to “haul my mortal self back among the 
living,” with an initial stop in Belgium, 
where he plans to buy a $5000 Mercedes 
and become a member of what one ama-

teur ethnographer friend calls the Wabenzi 
clan — the people who drive Daimlers. 

Fortunately, the book doesn’t make 
good on this trajectory because before leav- 
ing for Europe Zabor must visit his family 
grave, and his uncles, his friends, and his 
lawyer — who draws up his will on an elec- 
tric typewriter at a New York deli during a 
smog-laden New York summer afternoon 
fueled by pints of seltzer. Everywhere he 
walks, Zabor sees one thing or another that 
sends him on a prose reverie about his fa- 
ther’s escape from Poland, the emotional 
strafing his father received from his sister- 
in-law, or some other family event. For the 
first 200 pages of I, Wabenzi, Zabor doesn’t 
make it out of Brooklyn. 

Like many another, particularly Jewish, 
writer before him, Zabor sees family as an 
epic subject. But a more apt comparison 
than Tolstoy, Henry Roth, or Saul Bellow is 
jazz. A jazz drummer and critic whose 1997 
novel, The Bear Comes Home, featured a grizzly 
who played the baritone sax, Zabor writes 
and riffs — each tonal shift leading to an- 
other alliterative romp, the sound of words 
as important as their meanings. 

Most of the time, he writes beautifully, 
even when describing the beat-up, three- 
speed Chevy Malibu Classic he ditched on his 
quest for a Mercedes. “Its leaky air-condi- 
tioning system poked irregular holes in the 
planetary ozone, its black vinyl upholstery 
was cold in winter and an abomination in 
summer — that rrrrripp when you rose from 
it having even lightly sweated — and, al- 
though a genuine enough four-door sedan, 
it had been designed with rear windows 
which could not be rolled down. A rear but- 
terfly window would admit a 
small trapezoid of breeze if 
you were observant enough to 
notice it and applied yourself 
sufficiently to the ambiguous 
and recalcitrant hasp.” 

Would that all of I, Wabenzi 
were like this. But too many 
sections simply scat their way 
into nonsense — and this is but 
the first in a projected multi- 
volume story. In the later half 
of the book, Zabor dips into a 
almost-200-page flashback 
about his time in a mystic Sufi 
colony, to which he had come 
in order to cleanse himself of a 
girlfriend’s second-term abor- 
tion. About her we hear pre- 
cious little. It’s as if childhood 
had given Zabor his greatest 
gift — his outsized, hard-to- 
love, but utterly sincere and 
one-of-a-kind family. Even 
when he finally gets behind 
the wheel of a Mercedes, he 
seems to know that they are 
his only clan. ©

The BSO ends the year with a bang

ust when you thought it was safe to 

get home from a Boston Symphony 

Orchestra concert early, James Levine 

offered up the longest program of the 

season — but also one of the best. Cele- 
brating its 125th anniversary, the BSO put 
under one umbrella four of its most notable 
commissions: Stravinsky’s Symphony of Psalms 
(1930); Bart6k’s Concerto for Orchestra (1944); 
Henri Dutilleux’s Symphony No. 2 (1959); 
and Elliott Carter’s Boston Concerto (2003). 
This became a mini-history of the orches- 
tra’s acomplishments. 

The Stravinsky and the Bartok are ac- 
knowledged masterpieces, staples of the 
international repertoire: the Dutilleux and 
Carter aren’t as widely known but should 
be. (The first recording of the Carter, led by 
Oliver Knussen, is just out from Bridge 
Records.) These pieces have complex musi- 
cal interrelations. Their orchestrations are 
all refined yet harmonically pungent. 
Bart6k, Dutilleux, and Carter presented 
the BSO with variations on the “concerto for 
orchestra,” in which members or sections 
of the larger ensemble (instead of a single 
more-conventional concerto “soloist”) inter- 
act with the rest of the orchestra. Du- 
tilleux’s The Double includes a separate 12- 
member chamber orchestra. Its glamorous 
harmonies and syncopated rhythms owe a 
lot to both Stravinsky and Bartok. A little 
pizzicato section in the Bart6k stood out be- 
cause it followed the Carter, which is struc- 
tured around seven pizzicato episodes. 

The program lasted nearly two hours and 
40 minutes. The Bartok didn’t begin until 
10 pm, and maybe the late hour explained 
the signs of fatigue, a certain dynamic re- 
straint — why some of the composer’s 
abrupt, even violent contrasts lacked their 
usual punch. In the “Interrupted Intermez- 
zo,” an oboe folk song that morphs into an 
expansive viola melody gets interrupted by 
the “Going to Maxim’s” theme of Shosta- 
kovich’s then-recent Seventh Symphony, in 
which Shostakovich transforms Franz 
Lehar’s lighthearted celebration of carous- 
ing into an ominous (and endless) military 
march. Bart6k seems to be mocking 
Shostakovich’s obsessiveness. Most conduc- 
tors make this intrusion quite nasty (just as 
Shostakovich was thumbing his nose at the 
invading Nazis). For Levine, the oboe theme 
flowed a little too smoothly into the con- 
trasting viola melody, and the nasty 
Shostakovich “interruption” became merely 
another charming incident. Still, most of 
this fresh, engaging performance rippled 
with incident and vivid playing. 

The opening Dutilleux sounded both more 
elegant and more astringent (especially the 
exuberant jazziness of the fiery finale, Alle- 
gro fuocoso) and more mysterious (especially 


the dissolving, upward-spiraling final phras- 
es) than when Seiji Ozawa led it in 2000. To 
me it’s Dutilleux’s best orchestral piece, and 
I can hardly imagine its sounding better. 

The spiritual aspirations of the Dutilleux 
segued eloquently into the Symphony of 
Psalms. John Oliver’s Tanglewood Festival 
Chorus sang (without scores) with re- 
pressed fervor, conveying the hieratic devo- 
tion of Stravinsky’s cool yet intense settings 
of three Psalm passages of supplication, 
expectation, and praise. The piece had 
tremendous tension because everything 
seemed held in, hushed — wary of crude 
outburst, however tempting. 

Elliott Carter, who turns 97 December 11, 
was on hand for the weekend’s first per- 
formance of his Boston Concerto. At a collo- 
quium arranged by Harvard’s student com- 
posers, he mentioned that he’d been pres- 
ent at the first BSO performance of the 
Stravinsky. Except for his difficulty in 
hearing some questions, he seemed the 
picture of vitality and alertness. 
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He told the composers that evel 
his was an “adventure,” an explorz 
new territory. In the Boston Concerto it’s the 
“pointillist texture” of the pizzicato and its 
suggestion of the sound of rain. The epi 
graph is from William Carlos Williams’s 
“Rain,” a love poem. (Carter dedicated the 
concerto to his wife, Helen, who died at age 
95, amonth after the premiere.) But the 
literary source could easily have been 
Shakespeare’s “The rain it raineth every 
day” because if anything this piece depicts 
life as a series of interludes — nostalgic, 
passionate, jazzy, tender — surrounded by

Somewhere along the line, john Adams went 

from being a member of an upstart group of 
composers looking for a new musical language to 
being the paramount voice of American art music. 
It’s not clear exactly when this happened — per- 
haps it was 1987, when Nixon in China showed 
that minimalism could drag American opera into 
the spotlight. Or maybe it was a few years ago 
with E/ Nino, his epic retelling of the Nativity story 
in modern garb. Whatever landmark you choose, 
by now Adams is far more likely to be treated as 
Grand Old Man than as purveyor of the Next New 
Thing. So what made Sunday's “Composer 
Portrait” at the Gardner, with the crack ensemble 
Alarm Will Sound (imported from New York's 
Miller Theatre), so refreshing is how it restored 
some of the edge to his music that seems to 
recede in his better-known works. 

It also showed that Adams is one of music's 
great foragers, a composer who can grab almost 
anything that's handy and press it into service in 
his own inimitable voice. Ever wonder what a min- 


imalist chamber piece would sound like with some 
James Brown added? Here was Scratchband, the 
10-minute opener, to show you, its slow-changing 
harmony moving from one groovy idea to another 
How about combining Lisztian acrobatics with 
John Williams-ish pomp? Pianist John Orfe played 
a breakneck solo arrangement of the orchestral 
fanfare Short Ride in a Fast Machine 

The clarinet concerto Gnarly Buttons present- 
ed an entire mythic vision of America. Starting 
from “imagined musical models” — melodies 
written in the style of a shape-note theme, a 
Western song, and a 19th-century ballad — the 
movements transformed the accompanying en- 
semble into a folk combo, a 1930s dance band, or 
anything else that crossed his mind. At every 
turn the clarinet — an instrument both Adams 
and his father played — seemed to speak wisely 
about stories both personal and historical. (Eliza- 
beth Stimpert was the excellent soloist.) 

And for those who've wondered what might re- 
sult from mixing early Schoenberg and cartoon 


music, here was Adams's great Chamber Sympho- 
ny to provide the answer. It's hard to see how edgy 
chromaticism could be married to the zany energy 
of Wile E. Coyote, but that’s just what it sounds 
like. The final movement, “| Roadrunner,” captures 
the riotous overflow of ideas and throws them at 
the listener almost without pause 

Adams, you understood at the end, is a man who 
takes music, but never himself, with the utmost 
seriousness. That went for the musicians as well 
The room was full, and you could see heads bob- 
bing to the endlessly shifting rhythms, on stage 
and off. Alarm Will Sound have been called “the 
future of classical music.” | sure hope so — though 
not for their funky appearance or self-effacing 
stage presence, or even for their brilliant musician- 
ship. What makes them special is the visual joy 
they bring. You can understand why the music is 
great not just from what they play but from their 
palpable interaction on stage. It reaches out and 
makes you a part of the musical experience.

STAR WARS POSTER BOOK

It’s perhaps the most iconic movie poster of all 
time. Sure, the Hildebrandt brothers (who were 
used to painting Hobbits) utilized the faces of 
stars Mark Hamill and Carrie Fisher — but the 
bodies were all beefcake and cheesecake. The 
style “A” theatrical one-sheet Star Wars poster — 
Luke’s tunic flowing out to reveal a six-pack, 
Leah’s gown showing more than enough leg 
while Vader watches it all — not only launched 
the biggest franchise in film history, but was 
the precursor to more than 2000 other posters 
that sold the public on the tale of the Skywalk- 
ers. Stephen Sansweet, former LA bureau chief 
for the Wall Street Journal, holds the ultimate 
geek’s job as content manager of all things Lu- 
cas. He’s compiled posters from around the 
world — from the minimalist Japanese advance 
poster featuring only the nighttime sky to the 
creepy avant-garde Russian posters, which were 
created in 1990, when the movie finally was re- 
leased after the Cold War. The text jumps back 
and forth nicely between art-school back- 
grounds (Lucas wanted the Star Wars logo to look 
“very fascist,” according to the art director who 
designed the iconic letters in Helvetica Black) to 
fan-boy anecdotes (Billy Dee Williams’s agent 
was more than a little pissed he wasn’t on the 
original Empire poster). Merchandising posters 
for cookies, sneakers, Dixie cups, and Aus- 
tralia’s Return of the Jedi ice pops, touting a secret 
ingredient referred to as “Jedi Jelly,” flesh out 
the rest of the 320-page book.

Is he man or machine? Chris Ware, who by 
now has made an ironclad case for himself 
as the best cartoonist of his generation, 
deals in both enormity and intricacy. His 
sprawling but infinitesimally detailed pages 
seem too precise to be rendered by a mere 
mortal, But their flashy panache, and the 
subtle pathos that suffuses many of their 
panels, could only come from a sentient be- 
ing. Ware is a master craftsman, with mind- 
boggling ingenuity. Marvel at his pitch-per- 
fect parody of those old, colorful, comic- 
book mail-order ads, but look closer at those 
tiny words to find a mordant sense of hu- 
mor. His creatively composed narratives, 
flowing line work, and dreamy atmospherics 
even hearken back to turn-of-the-century ti- 
tans like Winsor McKay. Ware’s recurring 
characters are all here: Midwestern man- 
child Rusty Brown and his pal Chalky White, 
boorish Quimby the Mouse, potbellied Su- 
per-Man (never to be confused with the Man 
of Steel). Lesser ones pop in too, like Rocket 
Sam and Big Tex and Frank Phosphate. And 
that imagination! The cutout assembly proj- 
ect pages. The Special Saturday Afternoon 
Rainy Day Activity Section. The verbose glos- 
saries and astronomical maps. The mock 
history of Acme Novelty Co., complete with 
archival photographs. You don’t read Ware’s 
books. You enter into them. And you don’t 
want to leave.

In 2002, Aussie “sneaker head” Simon Wood 
conceived a ploy to get free shoes: self-publish 
an international magazine devoted to his 
footwear obsession. Three years later, Wood’s 
biannual publication Sneaker Freaker is the Play- 
boy of sneaker culture, with limited-edition re- 
leases fetishized like svelte pinups and old 
copies accruing worth like vintage coins. 
Sneaker Freaker: The Book is a compendium of 
highlights from the journal’s first six issues: 
the anthology peeks into a world where shoe 
designers, corporate product managers, and 
sneaker-boutique owners are the exalted he- 
roes, and where Nike is curiously lionized like 
a mystical guru. Pieces explore how rare shoes 
are hunted and then preserved like exotic 
species: there’s a diary of one shoe fanatic’s 
two-day encampment on a Hong Kong side- 
walk waiting for the limited-edition release of 
the White Raygun Dunk SB and a short inter- 
view with hard-core NYC Air Force One collec- 
tor DJ Clark Kent (who actually stores 1000s of 
brand-new pairs on ice), There are even cameos 
of products on the periphery: graffiti-writer- 
commissioned foot beds, shoeboxes, urban 
toys. But like any unrepentant objectifiers, 
the gushing contributors don’t fret over the 
moral underpinnings of their compulsions: 
“sweatshop” isn’t in the Sneaker Freaker lexicon. 
That said, the kicks arranged among the pages 
do look pretty sweet, especially transposed 
against Wood’s sleekly kinetic design.

Jeph Loeb’s Batman is like Morrissey — 
tragically unlovable, blowing it at all the 
wrong times, wearing black on the out- 
side, cause black is how he feels on the 
inside. The complete 12 issues of the trag- 
ic Batman/Catwoman love tale concocted 
by one of today’s best comic writers is 
presented here in a hefty book for a hefty 
50 bucks, but if ever there was a tale 
worth both the weight and the price tag, 
it’s this one. The Bat fights virtually all 
his foes (as well as some friends), gets 
some cat tail and plays his usual internal 
moral tug-of-war. Loeb’s dialogue keeps 
the camp out, and Lee pencils some of the 
most intriguing versions of Poison Ivy 
and Joker ever. The slipcovered book con- 
tains oversize, gorgeous art on glossy 
stock, and extras include annotations by 
Jim Lee (note the company-crossing “Here 
Lies Gwen Sta...” in the cemetery scene 
in issue #618), various Lee sketches anda 
ridiculous Q&A with the creators. A great 
read (probably would take you about 
three hours to finish), but even better to 
gaze at. Too many characters to make it 
as a movie, but the main story thread 
(sans the anticlimactic ending) would 
look fantastic on the big screen. 


CRAP CARS 
Richard Porter

Phoenix staffer Adam Reilly was a bit nerv- 
ous when he picked up Crap Cars (which 
has been the literary darling of the men’s 
magazine circuit this fall) because the sub- 
ject matter hits close to home. For most of 
his adolescence, Adam’s parents picked 
him up and dropped him off at his fancy 
private school in two vehicles — a shit- 
brown Ford Maverick with a hole in the 
driver’s-side floor and an aged, puke- 
green Chevy Impala — that made him feel 
even more awkward than he did already. 
Fortunately, thanks to the passage of 
time (and his parents’ belated upgrade to 
a decent-looking Toyota Camry), there 
was no issue at all. Instead, he was able 
to laugh at the crap cars in Crap Cars with 
the same snotty derision that his former 
classmates probably directed at him. 
There are 50 different automobiles here, 
and they’re a surprisingly varied lot. 
Some are unexpectedly fancy, like the 
Porsche 924, which gets included for its 
embarrassing lack of power. Others are 
just flat-out stupid, like the Chevrolet 
Citation, AMC Gremlin (obviously), and 
the Pontiac Aztec. Each model gets two 
pages; one of these features a nice envi- 
ronmental portrait of the car in question, 
and the other explicates the car’s crappi- 


ness and provides a snappy “If this car was 


...” quip. (Example, for the Yugo CV: “If 
this car was. . . all you could afford, have 
you considered prostitution?”) It’s a cof- 
fee-table book, really, and a pretty amus- 
ing one. Adam’s only gripe: “where’s the 
Maverick?”

Headlines like “Kerry: Stem Cell Re- 
search May Hold Cure To Ailing Cam- 
paign” clearly disprove the notion that 
The Onion is the paper equivalent to the 
Daily Show. The staff just doesn’t have 
the smarts. They get closer with media 
quips: “Katie Couric Winces At Word 
“Vagina,” and music: “MTV Executive 
Grounds Son For Recommending Good 
Charlotte.” But the paper shines when 
it is speaking to the common schlub 
stuck in the horror that is post-grad- 
uation office life. It’s true that the 
headlines are often so good they leave

the reader disappointed by the story. 
Thumbing through this collection, 
which captures the best of The Onion 
from 2003-’05, heds and pull quotes, 
including “Putting Up With Dave's Shit 
Not In Job Description,” “Coworkers 
Dying To Tell Man He’s Going To Be 
Fired,” and “Day Job Officially Becomes 
Job,” in which a 29-year-old aspiring 
cartoonist realizes that “After four years 
of washing dishes to support drawing 
projects, I’ve made the transition to 
washing dishes to support myself,” 
are worth the price of admission. 


Petter Hegre, the self-proclaimed mas- 
ter of the New Nude, described on the 
book’s jacket as a “unique and instantly 
recognizable style based firmly in real- 
ity; in real people captured in real situ- 
ations,” offers 172 pages of uninter- 
rupted flesh. The “real people” are 
mostly white. The “real situations” are 
mostly standing against a wall or lay- 
ing in bed. But Hegre, a former assis- 
tant to Richard Avedon, delivers his 
subjects with a certain understated 
sexiness that ranges from girl-next- 
door window-gazing to Brazilian beach 
photo shoot. Girls is the answer to every 
male student who wondered what oth- 
er women could catch his eye after the 
intimate 2003 compilation Luba, which 
focused on Hegre’s Ukrainian-born 
wife (who this time around makes an 
appearance in Soviet cap and strategi- 
cally placed buttons), but would rather 
not have a book called Wild Shaven Angel 
on his coffee table. While it does not 
have the history of Playboy: Fifty Years: 
The Photographs, the artistry of Stefan 
May’s Women or the celebrity of Bruno 
Bisang’s Exposure, 100 Naked Girls does 
lay claim to that titillating middle 
space between snapshot and portrait, 
SuicideGirl and pinup girl.

Between Broadway and Hollywood, canni- 
balism has been a two-way street. It’s one 
that entertainment lawyer and president of 
MGM On Stage Darcie Denkert traverses in 
her big fat new coffee-table book A Fine Ro- 
mance, which traces the traffic between 
stage and film musicals, from The Jazz Singer 
and Showboat to The Producers and Hairspray. 
The book is filled with great glossy photos, 
and pages and pages of industry-insider 
quotes, so there’s a lot to peruse without ac- 
tually reading the book. Which is good, be- 
cause the thing is so huge that it’s hard to 
hold up and actually attack the chapters 
that, following an introduction tracing the 
incestuous trajectory of musical material be- 
tween coasts, treat individual shows. Stories 
of Sunset Boulevard, All About Eve (which became 
Applause), My Fair Lady, West Side Story, Gypsy, 
The Sound of Music, Cabaret , Chicago (which was 
a couple of films before it was a Broadway 
flop before it was a Broadway hit before it was 
an Oscar-winning movie), Hello Dolly!, Mame, 
The Producers, and Hairspray all expose the rea- 
sons some Broadway hits (Dolly) made lack- 
luster films while others (The Sound of Music) 
were more successful than they had been in 
the theater. And Denkert chronicles the 
trend that has seen everything from Disney 
cartoons to John Waters retooled for Broad- 
way. There are some candid and illuminat- 
ing stories — and reading them in this for- 
mat has got to be a form of weightlifting.

They’re also selling full- 
length movies (but all you can get now 
are Shrek 2 and Shark Tale).

is clearly the dog to pick in the satellite- 
radio fight. But XM does give you MLB 
(the best sport to listen to on the radio) 
and more music channels. Choose wisely 
— for help, you can find complete chan- 
nel listings at xmradio.com and 
sirius.com. These packages include 
everything you need to catapult your 
vehicle into the world of satellite radio — 
it works with any FM car radio and it has 
its own control module and antenna. A 
home docking kit would only set you 
back another $50 or so. 


POLAROID IZONE 500 (5142.29; 


Tiny: it will fit into your front pants pock- 
et. Powerful: it packs five mega-pixels of 
picture-taking fun. Cheap: a buck fifty 
and you’re golden for the year. The iZone 
500 has a user-friendly interface and 
motion-video capabilities, and like so 
many other gizmos these days, it also 
plays mp3s. Other cameras may take 
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higher-resolution photos, but the ones 
you get from this lens will look just fine. 
Plus, you won’t need to spend hours 
figuring out how to work it. Just point 
and shoot, like the Polaroids of old. 


MOBIBLU DAH-15001 

1 GB CUBE MP3 PLAYER (5123.33) 

There are plenty of players out there that 
may not be as user-friendly as the iPod, 
but still play music just as effectively (it 
all depends on the quality of your files, 
really). While the Nano is thin, the Cube 
is compact (about the size of a walnut). 
Though it may suffer from some size- 
related design flaws (it’s only about an 
inch long on each side,) it still holds 
about 200 songs. And, unlike with the 
mighty iPod, you can actually take songs 
from the Cube and upload them to your 
computer. It’s small enough to wear 
around your neck (and you won't look a 
librarian, like all those people wearing 
iPod’s Shuffle). 


$150 TO $300 


SLING MEDIA SLINGBOX ($249.99) 
Sure, you could get a TiVo DVR to record 
your favorite shows every week and then 
watch them at your convenience on your 
home television. But why wait? The 
SlingBox connects to your cable (or satel- 
lite) box, digitizes the programming, 
and sends out a real-time stream to any 
computer connected to the Internet. 
You'll never miss a game or an episode of 
Oprah again. The video quality is a little 
blotchy on larger screens, but the simple 
fact that it works outweighs looks. The 
only drawback is if someone else wants 
to watch TV at home, you may be subject 
to their whims. If you can deal with 
that, this is a nifty gadget.

The docking station is probably the one 
thing on everyone’s list, so we'll cut to 
the chase. Bose’s model is the most well- 
known, and offers terrific sound quality. 
Plus, it has the best design. But that $299 
price tag can be a little daunting, and it 
won't work with every type of iPod. 
Klipsch’s,model is comparable in price 
and sound quality, and includes adaptors 
that work with the Shuffle and Nano. But 
it’s larger than the Bose model and its 
remote doesn’t work as well from long 
distances. At close distances, there can be 
some hissing. Altec Lansing’s model 
sounds great and costs less, but it’s bulky, 
and the remote doesn’t control the iPod’s 
menus. The JBL model has a neat design 
and a low price tag, but its sound capabil- 
ities are better suited to a small space. 


SONY PSP (5249.95) 

This is not just a gaming system. The 
Sony PSP can also access the Web, and 
play mp3s and movies (it’s quite possibly 
the best hand-held movie player out 
there), all on a wide-screen display that 
doesn’t suffer from contrast issues, a 
jerky frame rate, or excessive glare — 
with digital-quality audio to match. The 
only downside? Cost. We were sure it 
would drop to $199 for the holidays — it 
didn’t. The games (mostly shrunken ver- 
sions of what you already have for PS2) 
run about $49.99, and UMD movies 
(same movie, smaller disc) average 
$29.99 for new releases. Plus, you have to 
buy your own memory stick to store 
songs or images. That said, the PSP is 
the best hand-held in history. 


30GB IPOD WITH VIDEO 255) 

We can’t figure out Apple’s iPod pricing. 
You can get a four-gig Nano for $250, ora 
30-gig iPod Video for $300. Ridiculous. 
The company’s head has gotten a bit too 
big for its earbuds. That being said, this 
is the best iPod yet. It’s thinner, it stores 
your pictures, it plays video (TiVo is 
figuring out how you can interface with 
iPod as we speak) and the battery lasts 14 
hours. The only people who hate it are 
those who bought the iPod Photo six 
months ago. There will probably be a bet- 
ter iPod on the way in six months — but 
do you really want to wait? 


BLACKBERRY 71001 (s200) 

Why buy a Blackberry now? If you see 
this one in action, you’ll know. Phone, 
Nextel walkie-talkie, GPS (visual and au- 
dio driving directions), Bluetooth, e- 
mail, and calculator (woo-hoo!). 


MICROSOFT XBOX 360 (300) 

We are cheating here, as no one in their 
right mind is going to buy the new Xbox 
360 without the $100 hard drive. And 
some have complained (the Phoenix in- 
cluded) that the launch titles aren’t 
enough for this system to gain steam be- 
fore the PS3 comes out in March, But 
consider an alternate perspective: since 
you know the games will come (like Halo 
3 and Resident Evil 5), why not get the sys- 
tem now as an investment? Microsoft en- 
visions the 360 as one of the main com- 
ponents of a home network. Pick up Per- 
fect Dark Zero to tide you over and then

WHY WOULD A CAROLINA BOY SUBJECT HIMSELF 
TO THE VICIOUS NEW ENGLAND WINTER? 





from North Carolina for Thanksgiving. 
Usually, they visit over the Fourth 

of July; this was their first experience in 
Boston after the leaves have fallen. With 
their South Atlantic-thinned blood, they 
acted as if their flight had been waylaid 
in the Yukon. “I just can’t imagine what 
it must be like here in January!” “I don’t 
understand why you want to live some- 
place so cold!” “I can’t believe it gets dark 
so early!” Or at least I think that’s what 
they said. They were bundled up like it 
was below zero outside, so it was tough 
to tell. But this much is sure: the increas- 
ing dark and cold made them question 
their son’s sanity for ever wanting to 
leave the climatic friendliness of western 
North Carolina. 

It’s true that the rationale for choosing 
to live in a place that, to the Southern 
mind, is so clearly inhospitable for so 
much of the year doesn’t exactly spring to 
mind. But my planned two years in Boston 
have stretched to 17 for one very simple 
reason: I’ve become addicted to skiing. 
And like any addict, I get a little tingly 
with anticipation as the air gets colder and 
the sky gets darker. My first fix in quite a 
while is coming soon. The first big dump 
can’t be that far away. 

Soon I'll be pulling on the boots again, 
wondering how I ever managed to get 
them on in years past. I’ll be lamenting 
how rusty my edges have gotten over the 
summer, too, and smelling that musty 
Gore-Tex that was crammed — damp — in- 
to a duffel bag eight months ago. But 
mostly, I’ll be as feeling as giddy as a 
grown man has any right to feel, especial- 
ly before seven on a cold Saturday morning 
in the middle of nowhere. 

When I first moved here from Dixie, I 
couldn’t have labeled a New England map 
with absolute certainty. Was Vermont east 
of New Hampshire, or the other way 
around? (And before you snort at my igno- 
rance, think about Mississippi and Alaba- 
ma — it’s all relative.) 1 certainly didn’t 
know jack about skiing. 

Nor was | interested. I saw the sport as 
an elitist thing, something rich white 


Te weeks ago, my parents came up 




























Yankees did to while away the time be- 
tween glasses of cognac and practicing 
their affected clenched-jaw speech. This 
self-proclaimed Southern boy had better 
things to do with his time, thank you 
very much. 

But then winter came along, walloping 
me like the evil twin of the hottest, dank- 
est Southern August I’d ever experienced. 
And suddenly, the new friends I managed 
to make had all disappeared and headed 
north on the weekends, leaving me alone 
with Tower Records, a highly constrained 
music budget, and a remote control. That, 
and the darkness. 

Fed up with the solitude, I joined some 
friends for a weekend at Sugarbush in the 
middle of February that first year. I duti- 
fully tagged along when my friends got up 
at the crack of dawn, and dragged ass over 
to the mountain in order to be in line as 
soon as the Super Bravo quad opened at 
eight. 

I got to play keep-up and count-the- 
bruises all day long, on what seemed like 
an endless string of helplessly steep slopes, 
each one more fiendish than the iast in its 
aggressive desire to punish the Southern 
boy with the temerity to try to keep up 
with the Vermont-born and -raised.

But I was hooked. And when it ended, 
we went to a bar that was full of happy, 
hard-drinking people. It was much better 
than sitting at home pondering the sig- 
nificance of the new De La Soul record. 

So a week later, I wangled another invi- 
tation, got beat up some more, and discov- 
ered a favorite new bar (bless you, Hyde- 
away, my dear old friend). Of course, it 
took a while to really get the hang of the 
sport part of it. But I “worked” diligently at 
it, and over time, my Southern roots all 
but disappeared on the hill (it was another 
story in the bar). I became a better and bet- 
ter skier, eventually developing an inti- 
mate familiarity with the monsters of Ver- 
mont skiing: Sugarbush, Stowe, and 
Killington. Snowplow turned into stem 
christie turned into parallel skiing turned 
into steeps turned into bumps turned into 
trees. My developing ability helped at the 
bar, too. About two years in, I found that I 
could be that blowhard who talks inces- 
santly about the subtle differences be- 
tween Castle Rock and Mad River, about 
why Outer Limits is superior to White 
Heat, and on and on. 

At some point that I can’t pinpoint 
now, I stopped thinking of skiers as 
“they,” and started to think of the whole 



























concept in terms of my life, my time, my 
passions. I had assumed the lifestyle. I 
knew what it was like to spend cold week 
days straining at the corporate reins, just 
waiting for the moment I could jump in 
the car on a busy Friday night and start 
fighting the traffic headed north. I had 
come to know the peace of breaking free of 
the traffic, and the city, somewhere 
around Concord, New Hampshire, and the 
peace of being the first to arrive at the ski 
house for the weekend. The camaraderie 
of building that first fire, of good friends 
catching each other up on the week’s work 
inanities, and arguing over when and 
how to start the ski day. Of quietly segre- 
gating the group by ability, everybody 


- banging it out according to their own 


speed and tastes, and then meeting for 


z lunch mid mountain, feeling totally 
= justified ordering the chili with cheese 


fries and a large Coke. Wondering just 
how the new girl’s face could actually be 
that flushed (and isn’t she aware of that 
big crust of ice that’s in her eyebrow?). Of 
being too tired to safely ski the stuff you 
just refuse to give up on in mid afternoon, 
and then offering up all your gear to your 
fellow skiers in a spontaneous yard sale 
just before the lifts stop running. 

And that first Long Trail Ale. And then 
the second and the third, and. . . hey, I 
hadn’t noticed how good two guys playing 
CSN&Y covers could sound. And the big 
group dinner, and the plans to head back 
out in just a few minutes that inevitably 
end up with everybody sacked out in front 
of the fire by nine. 

The exhausted-but-fulfilled feeling 
driving home on Sunday afternoon, and 
the satisfaction that comes from knowing 
you squeezed as much as is humanly possi- 
ble out of a cold, dark, snowy New Eng- 
land winter weekend. 

I'd like for it not to be so dark outside al- 
ready. But I know what that creeping dark- 
ness and the colder weather really mean. 
The very best thing about living in New 
England will soon be upon us. My drawl- 
ing parents may not understand, but after 
all these years, I do. The time has come.

David S. Bernstein’s “Fen- 
way Rising” leaves out a 
Major reason why no devel- 
opment took place for years 
in the neighborhood: the 
threat of eminent domain. 

While disparate groups 
have now come together to 
bring life to Boylston Street 
and beyond, it is not simply 
the rezoning of the neigh- 
borhood by the BRA which 
brought this about.

Shirting the issue 


0) It would be wrong, and probably unconstitu- 
tional, to sentence Boston mayor Tom Menino 
to mandatory First Amendment sensitivity training 
— but one is tempted. Fresh from a free-speech 
drubbing in federal court in which the city’s harsh 
restrictions on street performers were found uncon- 
stitutional (See “Killjoy Was Here,” News and Fea- 
tures, September 3, 2004, and “Street Musicians, 
One; Boston Police, Zero,” January 7, 2005), Menino 
is now courting another potential legal disaster. 
Last Thursday, the mayor chaired an emergency 
City Hall meeting to come up with a strategy for 
combating the worrisome increase in Boston's vio- 
lent crime. Focusing on one aspect of the problem 
— the difficulty state prosecutors have convincing 
witnesses to step forward — the mayor came up 
with another of those zany solutions that make cov- 
ering him so interesting: he wants to send city In- 
spectional Services agents into stores to seize T- 
shirts being sold, and worn, with the now-infa-

Mous sTOP SNITCHIN’ logo. (Another version of the 
program features police officers stopping in such 
stores to “suggest” they discontinue carrying the 
shirts.) There are already reports of merchants “vol- 
untarily” taking the shirts off their shelves. Howev- 
er, a 1963 Supreme Court decision (Bantam Books v. Sul- 
livan) cuts through the “voluntariness” of such pro- 
grams and deems them unconstitutionally coer- 
cive. The ACLU of Massachusetts has warned the 
city of this glitch in its program. 

The Boston Herald reported that the shirts had 
popped up earlier this year at the trial of a man 
charged with the murder of 10-year-old Trina Per- 
sad. The defendant’s mother wore the garment, 
perceived by some as a plea — others would say an 
admonition or even a threat — that neighborhood 
residents not testify against her son, a reputed 
gang member. The T-shirts — some sporting a stop 
sign peppered in bullets — are now a hot item at lo- 
cal stores. Merchants view them as “novelty” 
items, but some law-enforcement officials see 
them as a not-so-subtle effort to intimidate wit- 
nesses and informants. 

There’s no question that some are wearing the T- 
shirts to send a message that people should not co- 
operate with the fuzz. But that’s precisely why the 
shirts are protected by the First Amendment — they 
convey a message and do so without resort to what 
the law would define as an illegal threat. Few law- 
abiding citizens would agree that legitimate wit- 
nesses to a crime should be intimidated into refus- 
ing to cooperate. Yet it’s also true that there is a 
long history of abusive law-enforcement practices, 
in which witnesses are pressured by police and 
prosecutors to “sing” their way to less severe pun- 
ishments — not to mention those taught to “com- 
pose” false testimony. As a result of using some of 
those tactics on witnesses, Massachusetts has seen 
a rash of false convictions in recent years, particu- 
larly in Suffolk County (See “Let Us Now Praise 
Framed-up Men,” News and Features, Aprilg, 
2004). Hence, there’s legitimate controversy sur- 
rounding the social benefits of “snitchin’,” where 
witnesses are subject to improper pressures and 
suggestions as to what they should be testifying. 

Still, the mayor has a point. Testifying truthful- 
ly to criminal conduct — especially the kind of gra- 
tuitous violence that has increasingly wracked 
Boston’s neighborhoods — is indeed a civic obliga- 
tion that should be taken seriously. But so is a pub- 
lic official’s duty to enforce rather than trample the 
First Amendment. Instead of wasting the city’s lim- 
ited resources paying inspectors to conduct uncon- 
stitutional raids on T-shirt vendors (only to have to 
pay the court judgment when the city loses the in- 
evitable lawsuit that would soon follow), the mayor 
should pay homage to the Supreme Court’s admon- 
ishment that the answer to speech you detest is 
more, not less, speech. Menino might even consider 
having the city distribute for free — or for half the 
price charged for the “Stop Snitchin’” shirts — its 
own T-shirt emblazoned with the slogan: sAvE A LIFE

Rather, it’s out to hon- 
or granny by taking crafting to today’s level of 
funk. And perhaps by giving someone Bazaar 
Bizarre this holiday season, you’re more likely to 
receive something properly subversive next year.

Fashion and Hissy Fits 


Fluevog gives 


Dandy Warhols 
the boot 


Dandy Warhols frontman Courtney Taylor-Taylor has 
wanted his own shoe since he was 14. John Fluevog is one 
of the most renowned shoe designers on the planet. It’s a 
match made in Satan-resistant sole heaven. 

Fluevog’s new Dandy Warhol boot ($329), which hits 
stores — including the Fluevog shop on Newbury Street — 
this week, is fairly toned down by Fluevog standards. It has 
none of the designer’s signature colorful swirls, playful 
buckles and straps, or outrageous heels. It’s a direct reflec- 
tion of what the Fluevog describes as a genuine “artist to 
artist” working relationship, not the kind of “artist to agent 
to agent to artist” situations that are so common when a 
celebrity puts his or her name on a product. 

But then, Taylor-Taylor isn’t exactly a household name, 
and the Dandys aren’t top-of-the-charts rock stars. It’s part 
of what made the project attractive to Fluevog, whose only 
other dalliance in the rock world was creating a shoe for 
Aerosmith frontman Steven Tyler several years ago — a boot 
that wasn’t commercially available. “The Dandy Warhols 
have been around for a while and they have a certain credi- 
bility, I think,” Fluevog says. “[Taylor-Taylor’s] got cult fol- 
lowing and so does Fluevog. So the Dandy Warhols have the 
same kind of market that we have. Plus, Courtney is kind 
of a dandy himself. He’s a style monger. Part of his shtick is 
picking up on the trends and feelings of our culture. And, 
according to him, he’s wanted a shoe since he was 14.” 

The release of the Dandy Warhol boot was wisely timed 
to coincide with the release of the band’s new Odditorium or 
Warlords of Mars (Capitol) and a tour that runs through De- 
cember 14. But Fluevog says he was less concerned with 
meeting a particular deadline than with getting the design 
right. “The basic foundation is something that I did on my 
own after talking to Courtney on the phone about it. And 
then Courtney went off on his own and said he wanted it to 
be a certain height and to be made of a stiff leather, and 
other little things. He definitely had a certain sensibility in

Now students have 
learned that a dance and 
AIDS fundraiser scheduled 
for this Friday, and planned for 
months by the GLC, will not be allowed 
on campus. Though officials made the 
decision in late November, the news hit 
the campus barely a week after Pope 
Benedict XVI issued a directive banning 
gays from the priesthood — another 
small reminder of the problems gay stu- 
dents face at one of the nation’s premier 
Catholic universities. 

Christopher Young, ’07, the GLC’s 
chief of academic affairs, claims the 
dance had received initial approval in Sep- 
tember, but that officials had qualms 
about its proposed name — “GLC Diversi- 
ty Ball: A Night in Gay Paris (A Safe Zone 
Event)”. So organizers changed the name 
to “AIDS Benefit Gala, A Celebration of 
Diversity”. They were prepared to go fur- 
ther. “We were going to get co-sponsor- 
ship and separate our name from the 
dance, so it wasn’t really associated with 
us,” Young says. “We had basically spon- 
sored and put it on, but could only half- 
heartedly attribute it to ourselves.” 

That wasn’t good enough. Young says 
school administrators cited several rea- 
sons for disallowing the dance, proceeds 
of which would have benefited the

“They took ‘safe zone’ to mean an 
exclusively gay dance, where anyone 
who’s in the closet could come and be 
able to be ‘out.’ That's totally illogical. If 
someone’s in the closet, they’re not go- 
ing to come to an event and dance with 
someone of the same sex.”

So how should “safe zone” be defined? 
“We define it as an area where people 


dance for the entire university, gay and 
straight students.

It’s hard to imagine the GLC denying 
admission to straight people (and we’d be 
interested in seeing their gay-dar if that 
was their plan).

Boston College officials have made it 
plain that the charitable aspect of the 
dance is less important to them than stay- 
ing in lock step with Rome’s strictures on 
homosexuality. “I think it’s a sad day 
when a university founded on Jesuit ideals 
of social justice and equality would choose 
to side with bigoted viewpoints rather 
than helping people who are in need in

Ex-employee 
tries to deflate 
case for silicone 
implants 


Women who were excited that silicone implants may 
be coming back on the market be warned. A former 
employee of implant manufacturer Mentor claims he 
was part of a group asked to fix leaky silicone breast 
implants that are up for review at the federal Food 
and Drug Administration (FDA), stirring up more 
questions about the already-controversial falsies. 

First, some history: in 1992, the FDA placed an 
indefinite moratorium on the silicone-gel implants, 
citing a lack of long-term safety data about oily dis- 
charge that oozed into women’s bloodstreams. For 
years, most women were left with saline — silicone’s 
safer, but less realistic, counterpart. 

More than a decade later, two corporations (Men- 
tor and Inamed) came back to the FDA, making their 
case that thanks to technological advances, implant- 
leakage is now both minor and benign. And the FDA 
believed them: last month, the agency issued “ap- 
provable” letters to both manufacturers. 

But around the time the letters went out, the for- 
mer Mentor employee wrote to the FDA, asserting 
that he was told to create a “low-bleed patch” for “siz- 
ers” — the implant models women wear externally as 
try-outs. The patch would stem that worrisome oily 
leakage, which one assumes is not a big Mentor sell- 
ing point. Trouble is, if the company believed it need- 
ed patches for sizers, wouldn't it be safe to assume 
that patches might also be needed for the real (so to 
speak) things, when implanted in the body? 

These recent allegations beg the questions con- 
stantly raised by women’s-health activists such as Di- 
ana Zuckerman, president of the Washington, 
DC-based Center for Women and Families, who has 
spent years researching and testifying against silicone 
breast implants. She asks: “If this patch is bleeding sil- 
icone, how much silicone, and how much is that go- 
ing to amount to over several years? And most impor- | 
tantly, how is that going to affect women’s health?” 

In a statement — released after questioning the 
former employee’s character, and accusing him of 
stealing from the company — the corporation claims 
that “the sizers are not the same as Mentor implants, 
and are not for implant purposes.” 

Apparently, this he-said, she-said isn’t enough to 
warrant additional FDA investigation. An agency 
spokesman wrote in an e-mail sent on Tuesday: “We 
believe we have received adequate data to support is- 
suance of the ‘approvable’ letters.” While the FDA is 
“not aware that a specific company has developed a 
demonstration model for educational/training purpos- 
es that differs from the device implanted in patients 

... [t}his would not be a concern for FDA, provided 
that the demonstration model was not misleading or 
was not inconsistent with the labeling information.” 

Contrast this with the FDA’s handling of emer- 
gency contraception (Plan B), which the agency has 
indefinitely shelved for more investigation before it 
can be approved for over-the-counter sale. Before 
long, the FDA is going to lose its credibility, says Su- 

san Wood, the former FDA assistant commissioner for 
women’s health who resigned last month in the wake 
that decision, because she felt “there were disturbing 
elements all the way through about how the evidence 
was not allowed to drive the decisions.” 

It’s not all sketchy and shady, she insists. But “if 
you aren’t sure, and something like [the decision not to 
sell Plan B over the counter] happens — which is some- 
thing that clearly misused the system — you're left ask- 
ing these questions about everything.” _Deirdre Fulton

0) Ivy Glass is her real name — she 
swears. “My middle name’s Lynn. 
If [my name] was fake, I’d be, like, Ivy 
Green Glass.” 

She also might have made it more 
representative of her métier. Ivy Glass 
isn’t a gardener, an academic, or a window- 
washer. She designs clothing out of 
recycled goods. The 28-year-old has made 
outfits from curtains and upholstery. 
She’s turned a rib-less umbrella into a 
skirt. She’s pieced together wide-bottomed 
raver pants from Star Wars sheets. She’s 
found those plastic six-pack holders on the 
street and sewn them on dresses. She’s 
even assembled a ruffled frock out of 
Wonder Bread bags. (These were recovered 
from the garbage, too: Glass’s fiancé 
Andrew, a Museum of Fine Arts School 
grad, participated in a group art show 
called “Toast” and covered gallery walls 
with crispy brown bread for his installation.) 

Call it trash fashion or bag-lady chic — 
Glass plans to work under the rubric 
Recoverwear. “For me, it’s just really 
important to use materials that nobody 
wants anymore,” she explains in her 
Jamaica Plain studio last Monday, among 
brightly colored wool scraps, cutting 
patterns, and garment-stuffed plastic 
bins. “[My work is] about counteracting 
the whole reliance on manufacturing of 
new materials. It’s such a waste.” 

A day manager at the Harvard Square 
consignment store Second Time Around, 
Glass hunts down her resources the usual 
way: thrift stores, Goodwill, the Garment 
District. “Everything I buy is from local 
businesses,” she says. But unlike most 
designers, she doesn’t try to hide the 
innards of her craft. She actually puts the 
seams on the outside of her pieces. “I love 
to take things apart and put them back 
together.” She likes that it shows. 

One of Glass’s most inventive salvaged- 
trash pieces is a bustier sewn from 
stuffed-animal parts. Ascending a wooden 
ladder to a tree-house-like storage loft, 
she retrieves the piece and ties itona 
headless mannequin. The green straps are 
two halves of a parrot’s head. The right- 
breast cup is a gray fox’s face; the left, a 
white tiger with a brown snout, When 
Class modeled the furry creation at a 
fashion show, she remembers, “People

kept coming up to me and being like” — 
her hands hover over the stuffed-animal 
faces — “those are cute!” One woman 
thought the concept was so clever that she 
commissioned Class to create a similar 
piece for her to wear to an Animal Rescue 
League fundraiser. 

Glass, who graduated from the Moore 
College of Art and Design in Philadelphia, 
has been shredding her closet since she 
was a child. To this day, the Philly native 
credits Jennifer Beals’s naked shoulder as 
one of her earliest stylistic influences. “I 
was wearing this the other day,” she says, 
tugging on the tangerine Adidas sweat- 
shirt with a cutoff shoulder she’s wearing. 
“Someone was like, ‘Flashdance!’ That’s 
what I used to watch: that and Fame.” Back 
in the ’8os, she also wore leg warmers over 
her pants. “I didn’t want to look like 
everyone else,” she says, recalling that the 
first time she thought about designing 
outfits was after a kindergarten disaster. 
“I had to be in this fashion show and they 
made me wear something really ugly. 
Some 1970s corduroy thing with a turtle- 
neck. I was like, ‘That’s it! I’m just going 
to make my own clothes!’” 

At the moment, Glass is focused on 
producing winter accessories — it’s damn 
cold here for a Philly native — specifically 
hats and scarves she makes out of old 
sweaters. “I love to cut things,” she says, 
offering to demonstrate the beginnings of 
her small-scale hat-production process on 
her worktable. First, she picks out old 
sweaters that are sorted into bins by color, 
then traces her hat patterns onto the wool 
with a marker. “I feel like Martha Stewart. 
‘Then you take the marker, and then the 
ruler, and place it just like so.’ Don’t sniff 
the marker at home, it would not be 
healthy. I know: I’ve sniffed mine before 
and it’s not good!” ©

News of the Weird 


HE SHOOTS, HE SNORKLES 
While Canadian “global warming” protesters express 
alarm at the dwindling outdoor-hockey season (fewer 
months with ice, fewer days cold enough for hard ice), a 
growing number of “hockey” players are taking the game 
underwater, according to a November Associated Press 
story.

La Camera, who started at WBUR in ear- 
ly October, calls himself “a delegator.” And 
the expectation is he will use his beefy 
Rolodex to help strengthen fundraising and 
the station’s bottom line. He says the station 
— operating with a roughly $20 million 
budget — attracts about $8.5 million in an- 
nual corporate underwriting, nearly $8 mil- 
lion in listener memberships, and about $1.2 
million in philanthropic giving. It’s that last 
category that’s a problem. 

“That’s not a significant number,” he 
says. “That’s the number we need to grow.” 

La Camera says WBUR is also hiring four 
new local reporters, focusing on business 
and technology, health and science, arts 
and culture, and state politics, who will 
contribute mostly to Morning Edition and All 
Things Considered. “We need to bring the same 
degree of resources and excellence to our lo- 
cal reporting [that] we do on On Point and 
Here and Now,” he says. He also states that 
one “long-term goal,” is to create a WBUR 
version of Channel 5’s venerable evening 
magazine show Chronicle.

“I’m sure they have some stereotypes 
about people who work in commercial 
broadcasting,” says the silver-haired, 62- 
year-old La Camera, who speaks at a rapid, 
purposeful pace. From the station’s loyal 


boss — resigned in October 2004. She was 
temporarily replaced by Peter Fiedler, son of 
the late Boston Pops conductor Arthur 
Fiedler and an assistant vice-president at 
Boston University. 


They entered Harvard's John F. Kennedy Jr. 
Forum on Monday evening like a popular 
comedy team on a reunion tour. The Wash- 
ington Post’s Watergate duo of Carl Bernstein 
(now 61, gray, and thick) and Bob Woodward 
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(62 and aging more gracefully) were togeth- 
er again in a rare joint appearance to dis- 
cuss the hot topic of anonymous sources. 

In the three decades since they helped 
drive a president from power, the two have 
taken divergent career paths. Woodward, 
still at the Post, keeps cranking out best- 
sellers, frequently chats with Larry King 
on CNN, and remains a very influential 
journalist. Bernstein, who left the Post in 
1977, has worked at ABC, Time, and is now 
contributing editor at Vanity Fair, but has 
been markedly less visible than his former 
colleague. 

The two teamed up after what has been 
a tumultuous year. In May, Vanity Fair outed 
W. Mark Felt as the famous “Deep Throat” 
Watergate source. And Woodward created 
his own media furor after the recent reve- 
lation that he remained silent for several 
years about his conversation with an ad- 
ministration source concerning outed CIA 
agent Valerie Plame. 

For a good part of the evening, the duo 
kept the audience entertained with war 
stories and.easy banter. Woodward de- 
scribed the frantic call he got from Bern- 
stein after President Gerald Ford pardoned 
Richard Nixon. “He said the following,” 
Woodward recalled: “The son of a bitch 
pardoned the son of a bitch.” 

Asked by an audience member about 
the lessons of Watergate reporting, Wood- 
ward replied, “night work. We were night 
urchins.” Bernstein interjected, “We were 
single. Nobody’s keepin’ us home.” 

“And you couldn’t get a date,” countered 
Woodward to peals of laughter. (Ba-da-bing). 

Over the course of the evening, it be- 
came clear just how different the two men 
are. Woodward is cool, objective, and cau- 
tious. Bernstein is hot, opinionated, and 
impulsive. Throughout the seminar, 
Bernstein — dominating the conversation 
— eagerly blasted away at President Bush, 
calling his an “administration that rou- 
tinely lied in a way that few presidents... 
have lied. And in a Nixonian way, they go 
after their enemies.” He also voiced the 
hope that Woodward, in his upcoming 
book, would look at “the question of 
whether we have a president who may or 
may not be competent.” 

For his part, Woodward maintained the 
nonjudgmental posture about Iraq and the 
Bush administration that so infuriates his 
critics. “I’m gonna not associate myself 
with your judgments, as you might under- 
stand,” Woodward responded after Bern- 
stein had finished whacking Bush. 

When moderator Alex Jones asked Bern- 
stein whether he believed Bush misled the 
country about the Iraq war, he answered 
with an emphatic “yes.” 

“My inclination is not to make the 
judgment,” responded Woodward. 

“I think sometimes you have to be a little 
more explicit,” retorted Bernstein, as the 
audience chuckled. 

Whatever their political and tempera- 
mental differences, Bernstein proved his 
loyalty by repeatedly defending his part- 
ner against critics who say Woodward has 
traded his journalistic talons for access and 
has become a White House stenographer. 

At one point, noting that the Norwich 
Bulletin in Connecticut had the nerve to 
call for Woodward’s resignation from 
the Washington Post, Bernstein — with 
deep disbelief, obvious distaste, and the- 
atrical timing — declared: “It’s like jour- 
nalists eat their young . .. and their old.” 
(Ba-da-boom). 


THE LOCAL-NEWS BLUES 

Two weeks ago, I devoted this column 

to a story about Margaret Menge’s short 
stint as a Londonderry correspondent for 
the New Hampshire Union Leader that raised 
the issue of whether someone with a 


New York-magazine background could 
succeed in small-town journalism (See 
“A Small-Town Tale,” News and Features, 
November 25). 

After the story ran, I heard from a few 
journalists willing to talk about the pitfalls of 
reporting in smaller, insular communities. 

For all the time spent discussing the 
Jayson Blairs and Judy Millers, as well as 
the job cuts in big metro newsrooms, the 
cozy community outlets where many re- 
porters start out get scant attention. The 
experience can be rewarding. But small- 
town journalism is a largely unscruti- 
nized world in which publishers have 
been known to pursue not-so-subtle 
agendas, editors can be tormentors 
rather than mentors, and young journal- 
ists are sometimes lucky if they emerge 
with their ambition, idealism, and re- 
sumés intact. 

Here are a few anecdotes churned up 
by the story and sent to me over the past 
two weeks. In two cases, the identities of 
the journalists are hidden in order to pro- 
tect the innocent and the guilty. 
© Rhonda (not her real name) works fora 
rural paper where her editor is nice, but 
“the newsroom is a rudderless ship. I’m 
pretty much left to my own devices,” she 
says. “At this point, I’d really like to work 
under someone who looks at my first 
draft, calls it crap, and then shows me 
where I can tighten copy, improve struc- 
ture and flow.” 

Rhonda says she found herself in hot 
water with some local pols for being too 
aggressive on a story. She “argued that 
my behavior was neither illegal nor un- 
ethical,” but the message she got from 
her editor was “I can’t go around making 
people angry. ... The real low blow came 
when I was told to write about two is- 
sues that [one of the pols] wanted cov- 
ered. Jobs are hard to come by here, sol 
wrote them.” 

“Community journalists walk among 
those they are serving,” she adds. “Jour- 
nalism at the most local level is a service. 
People don’t get that.” 
© Barbara (not her real name) worked at 
a small-town publication where her stint 
ended after the police objected to her re- 
porting and declined to cooperate with 
her. Her bosses at the paper forbade her 
to have contact with law-enforcement 
personnel. She says she learned that the 
paper’s policy was to avoid writing “bad 
cop” stories in exchange for police tips 
about “perp walks, arrests or other news 
that would sell papers.” 

“What I saw as initiative, they saw as in- 
subordination,” Barbara says. “I think basi- 
cally you’re not dealing with journalists. 
You're dealing with small town politics.” 
© Jerry Ackerman recalls his first job 
more than 40 years ago as a city reporter 
at the De Kalb Daily Chronicle, in Illinois. 
(The journalist and paper are real.) “I was 
canned ... after 90 days, also for being 
too big-city minded,” he writes in an e- 
mail. “I never figured out what story, if 
any, got the editor’s goat. Nor did any of 
the people I covered . . . have any inkling 
— other than to comment... that Bob 
Greenaway (the editor and 51 percent 
owner) was always unpredictable and 
quirky. The two brothers who held the 
other 49 percent of the paper .. . just 
shook their heads in dismay when I 
went to tell them goodbye.” 

Despite that setback, Ackerman went 
on to spend 30 years at the Boston Globe be- 
fore taking a 2001 buyout. So there can be 
happy endings. ©

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IT'S GOTTA BE 
THE SHIRTS 


MENINO’S ATTEMPT TO WIN THE CONFIDENCE OF KIDS 
IN THE ‘HOOD WILL HAVE THE OPPOSITE EFFECT

ou’ve got to hand it to Boston mayor 

Thomas Menino: not everybody could 

face a 34 percent rise in shootings, the 

highest homicide rate in a decade, and 

a widespread sense of despair in the 
city, and come up with a plan that draws the 
ridicule of ultraconservative talk-show host 
Michael Graham, the American Civil Liberties 
Union, and local rapper Akrobatik. But that’s 
just what Menino did last week by declaring a 
mayoral fatwa against the popular “Stop 
Snitchin’ ” T-shirts. According to Menino, the 
shirts — with the catch phrase inside a red octa- 
gon on the front, and you HAVE THE RIGHT TO REMAIN 
SILENT imprinted on the back — help foster a cul- 
ture of noncooperation with authorities, pre- 
venting the cops from solving crimes and getting 
the bad guys off the streets. 


It’s been easy to mock the mayor for the shirt 
clampdown, mainly because it’s so patently idi- 
otic. Most obviously, the “code of the street” pre- 
dates the shirts, and will long outlive them. 
Plus, banning the shirts — created several years 
ago and sold by Boston’s own former Wiseguys 
rapper Tangg da Juice, CEO of StopSnitching.com 
(see “Word on the Street,” opposite page); 
former RSO and Made Men rapper Antonio 
“Twice Thou” Ennis, and Ennis’s partner, de- 
signer Roseanna Ansaldi — only broadens their 
appeal. (For more on First Amendment issues 
related to the shirts, see “Shirting the Issue,” 
This Just In, page 8.) 

But the mayor’s action is worse than silly — 
it’s counterproductive. It alienates the very peo- 
ple he wants to convince to cooperate with iaw- 
enforcement officials: those most likely to wit- 


ness a shooting or stabbing — teens and young 
adults, mostly minorities, living or hanging out 
in Roxbury, Dorchester, Mattapan, Charlestown, 
Chinatown, and other city hot spots. 

The shirt war might not have come across as 
heavy-handed and patronizing as it has, if the 
newly re-elected mayor had not spent most of 
2005 downplaying Boston’s public-safety prob- 
lem — even bragging in his TV campaign com- 
mercial of a reduction of crime on his watch. 

Meanwhile, in September, October, and No- 
vember, aggravated assaults were up 12 percent, 
rapes up 25 percent, and homicides up 27 percent, 
compared with the same period in 2004. For the 
year through November, the city had 65 official 
homicides, more than any year since 1995. Ag- 
gravated assaults are up for the third yearina 
row. Shootings are off the chart. And the arrest 
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rate for homicides is the worst ever 
for Boston and one of the worst in the 
country. 

Menino’s blinders seemed finally to 
come off on November 9, the day after 
the votes were tallied and his re-elec- 
tion was assured. Menino told the 
Boston Herald he was making gun vio- 
lence one of his main priorities, and 
last week he followed up by holding a 
crime summit with his top public- 
safety officials. 

But Menino and the city have no so- 
lutions up their sleeves, having been 
abandoned by state and federal govern- 
ments that have slashed funding for po- 
lice and other vital services — and bya 
governor who has yet to show the 
slightest concern about his capital city’s 
mounting casualties. 

So while we don’t know what Meni- 
no Said at that closed meeting, a fair 
guess is it was something like: “I need 
to walk out of here with something I 
can announce in response to all this vio- 
lence — but it can’t cost anything. 
What have you got?” The answer, 
apparently, was T-shirts. 


WHO’S A SNITCH? 

Authorities and residents alike agree 
that the city desperately needs to doa 
better job of locking up the dangerous 
thugs who shoot guns at other people. 
The Boston Police Department has made 
an arrest in only about one of every five 
gun homicides since the start of 2004 — 
leaving more than 70 unsolved (See 
“Unfinished Business,” News and Fea- 
tures, October 28). 

Last Saturday, Ennis agreed to re- 
move the shirts from his Dorchester 
store’s shelves and his Web site. To be 
fair, this was not Menino’s only pro- 
posed solution. In addition, Police 
Commissioner Kathleen O’Toole is 
conducting massive warrant sweeps 
(at considerable expense in overtime 
pay), and District Attorney Daniel Con- 
ley is asking for a special gun-crime ses- 
sion at Suffolk Superior Court to speed 
convictions. 

But Menino has made clear that 
he believes the main obstacle to peace 
is witnesses’ reluctance to cooperate. 

The shirt wars, however, obscure the 
fact that there are different types of re- 
luctant witnesses. There are the by- 
standers, who fear retaliation. There 
are the shooter’s crew, who are loyal to 
their friend. There are the victim’s 
crew, who often prefer to handle pay- 
back themselves. 

Finally, there are the liars — crimi- 
nals who allegedly bargain for lenience 
on their own offenses by testifying 
falsely against innocent persons. The 
shirtmakers claim that this is the type 
of snitching the shirt condemns. “We 
were thinking about how the legal sys- 
tem uses people to turn on each other in 
exchange for plea deals,” says Tangg. 
“How they give people a motive to lie.” 

That’s also how the shirt was appar- 
ently intended when the mother of 
Joseph Cousin, who was on trial for the 
murder of 10-year-old Trina Persad ear- 
lier this year, infamously wore it into 
court one day. The key witness in the 
case, a 15-year-old male, admitted to 
stealing the car used in the crime, help- 
ing to plan the shooting, and acting as 
lookout. Homicide detectives let him off 
with no jail time, in exchange for testi- 
fying against Cousin. Cousin’s mother 
believes — rightly or not — that her son 
is innocent, and therefore that this wit- 
ness is lying to save his own skin. (A 
mistrial was declared for unrelated 
reasons, and a retrial will be held 


next year.) 

Tangg insists the shirt was not in- 
tended to intimidate witnesses at a tri- 
al. “In no way are we saying that people 
should not testify,” he says, adding that 
“there are places to wear the shirt, and 
court is not one of them.” 

Most teens and young adults in 
Boston’s high-crime areas questioned 
by this reporter over the past year define 
snitching as agreeing to testify against 
a friend in exchange for a reduced sen- 
tence. Few think the shirts are a warn- 
ing that bystanders will be shot for co- 
operating. 

“That strikes me as a Talmudic dis- 
tinction,” says Menino spokesperson 
Seth Gitell. “The shirts, taken at their 
plain meaning, encourage people to re- 
main silent when their voices could be 
served helping to put a stop to crime 
and violence that all too often plague 
neighborhoods in this city.” 

But this misses the important differ- 
ence between those who don’t want to 
help the police, and those who want to 
but either fear the repercussions or sim- 
ply don’t trust the police. “I’ve had peo- 
ple stand up in community meetings 
and say, ‘We know who’s doing it, but 
we're not going to tell you,’” says Com- 
missioner O’Toole. She rightly com- 
plains that the state provides absolutely 
no funds for witness-protection efforts; 
a bill to do so stalled this year in the 
state House of Representatives. And 
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O’Toole concedes that many residents, 
particularly in minority communities, 
have some historical reasons for dis- 
trusting Boston’s police. 

But neither O’Toole nor Menino 
seems to appreciate the enormous re- 
sentment and ill will that comes from 
the high-pressure deals for testimony 
that go on routinely inside the BPD 
wal's, which pit friend against friend, 
and family against family. Individuals 
guilty of little or nothing get threatened 
with harsh charges if they don’t cooper- 
ate, while known criminals work deals 
that send them back to the streets. 

Besides, the mayor’s righteous indig- 
nation over the “code of silence” in the 
streets looks awfully hypocritical: the 
same code exists within his police de- 
partment, and he’s never complained 
publicly about that. 


WAR ON HIP-HOP CULTURE 

But perhaps most important, by group- 
ing all witnesses together — and all of 
the shirts’ tens of thousands of wearers 
together (Tangg says roughly 25,000 to 
35,000 have been sold in Boston and 
elsewhere) — Menino has drawn a line 
between “us” and “them” in exactly the 
wrong place. Menino, the Boston Police 
Department, and the district attorney 
need those bystander witnesses to side 
with the authorities against the rela- 
tively small number of violent criminals 
causing the trouble. Instead, Menino

has effectively labeled hip-hop culture 
as the enemy of law enforcement. 

If you tell Boston’s hip-hop genera- 
tion that they have to choose sides be- 
tween Mayor Menino and Made Men, 
it’s no contest. The BostonRap.com 
message board has recently seen sug 
gestions for new T-shirts reading “Stop 
Snitchin’ — Fuck Menino.” 

According to reports, Menino had no 
idea that the people selling the shirt are 
popular local rappers and businessmen, 
as well as trendsetters of hip-hop fash- 
ion who are also responsible for the cur- 
rently hot faux-bulletproof vests. Cer- 
tainly nobody expects Tom Menino to 
have Tangg’s “Rap Star (All I Ever Want 
ed)” loaded on his iPod. But his unfa 
miliarity with the culture’s leaders only 
reinforced the distance between city au- 
thority and city youth as he rushed to 
demonize the shirts. 

“The mayor no doubt does the best he 
can for the city, but he has no 1e what 
goes on inside the city, and what goes 
on with kids in the city,” says Rusti, 
manager of Funky Fresh Records in 
Dudley Square. “And the people who he 
supposedly has with their ear to the 
ground have no clue either.” 

“If you take the shirts away, it isn’t 
going to change anything 
should embrace hip-hop cultur 
of looking at it as a probl ; 

Tangg. “If it’s not our shirts, it’s our 
jeans, our sneakers, the way we walk.” 

“The mayor is digging a hole for 
himself doing this,” says Rusti. “The 
people he’s trying to reach see the city 
as anti-hip-hop culture.” 

And the people he’s using to reach 
them are not people the hip-hop gener 
ation listens to. Menino held a second 
summit last week with a group of min- 
isters, and met with the Black Minister- 
ial Alliance this Tuesday. The plan is to 
increase their outreach efforts to help 
stem the tide of violence. 

It’s the same names we always see 
at these meetings: Reverend Gregory 
Groover of Charles Street AME, Rev- 
erend Eugene Rivers of the Ella J. Bak- 
er House, Reverend William Dickerson 
of Greater Love Tabernacle, Reverend 
Ray Hammond of Bethel AME. Noth- 
ing against them or the integrity of 
their intentions, but these are your 
father’s role models. They have long 
since become symbols of the halls 
of power. 

Nothing drew attention to the divide 
more sharply than Reverend Bruce 
Wall’s “occupation” of Lyndhurst Street 
in August. Wall — and Menino and oth- 
ers who joined the effort — treated the 
Codman Square street like a foreign war 
zone. Which hardly mattered, because 
most of the young people, particularly 
the gangbangers, wanted nothing to do 
with Wall anyway. 

There are people in Boston who can 
talk to these young men and women. A 
program called True Hip Hop Culture, 
which works with English High stu- 
dents, does great stuff, as does a similar 
program in Codman Square. Rapper DL 
has organized a Christmas hip-hop 
fundraiser for the Home for Little Wan- 
derers at the Milky Way. The city needs 
to spend more time cultivating these ef- 
forts, rather than trying to tell young 
Bostonians what to wear and who to 
listento. ©

the only things in my line of vision were a 
large marble pillar, a heavy red-velvet cur- 
tain, and a few fellow journalists. Oh, and 
an eager-to-help, energetic woman who 
indicated by holding up her fingers which 
of the nine Supreme Court justices (each 
assigned a number) was speaking at any 
given moment. The only black robe I saw 
came at the end of the session, when I 
craned my neck to catch the justices filing 
out of the courtroom. I think it was Scalia’s. 

More important, however, is that by 
day’s end, the abortion-law landscape had 
come into clearer view: it’s likely to re- 
main intact for now. There was a fair 
amount of speculation to the contrary in 
the weeks leading up to oral arguments in 
the first two abortion-related cases heard 
by the Supreme Court in five years, and the 
first ever to be presided over by new chief 
justice John Roberts. 

Everyone who turned out that chilly 
morning — pro- and anti-choice activists, 
and a gaggle of journalists — thought they 
might witness a landmark debate that 
would further the erosion of abortion pro- 
tections. We knew that the first case, 


Joseph Schiedler v. the Nationa! Organization for 
Women, which concerned the use of feder- 
al-racketeering (RICO) laws against groups 
like Operation Rescue, would involve a dull 
dissection of legal technicalities — and it 
did. But the second case of the morning, 
Ayotte v. Planned Parenthood of Northern New Eng- 
land, was billed as a showstopper. 

At issue was the constitutionality of an 
anti-choice New Hampshire law that re- 
quires minors to obtain consent from one 
parent (or approval from a judge) before 
getting an abortion, unless her life (but 
not any medical complications up to death) 
is in danger. As it turns out, Ayotte is likely 
to be decided so narrowly that it will have 
little effect on women’s rights generally. 
In fact, the case might even have to be re- 
heard, if Justice Sandra Day O’Connor re- 
tires and Bush nominee Samuel Alito is 
seated before the court rules. And Roberts, 
for his part, said next to nothing. 

However interesting the political 
ephemera surrounding Ayotte, “all indica- 
tions are that it’s going to be a routine 
case,” says Georgetown University law pro- 
fessor Mark Tushnet of the decision that 
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SHE SAID, SHE SAID Activists for both sides face off in front of the Supreme Court building. 


will probably come down toward the end of 
this judicial session. 

Even Clarke Forsythe, a legal strategist 
for Americans United for Life, who was 
named in the Wall Street Journal that morn- 
ing as an architect of the New Hampshire 
law, Says: “I can’t believe there will be any 
discussion about Roe v. Wade or the larger 
implications on abortion. This is narrow 
decision.” 

So I went all the way down to Washing- 
ton, DC, for nothing? 

Well, no. 

The release of a 1985 memo — the very 
same morning as the Ayotte hearing, no 
less — in which Supreme Court nominee 
Alito outlined a legal strategy for chipping 
away at the protections afforded by Roev. 
Wade (1973), served as a reminder that no 
matter the outcome in this specific case, 
reproductive rights are still up for grabs. 
The Ayotte case clearly fits into Alito’s strat- 
egy, which advocates testing the bound- 
aries of abortion law at the state level, in 
lieu of a “frontal assault” on Roe. The theo- 
ty holds that, eventually, all that will be 
left is a skeleton of Roe, with the states in 
full regulatory control.

THE SHOW OUTSIDE 


Those of us who expected fireworks from 
the Supreme Court hearing were not with- 
out good reasons, nor were we alone. Hun- 
dreds gathered outside the marble court- 
house, while the justices inside pondered 
the 2003 New Hampshire notification 
statute. 

Pro-choicers insist that past Supreme 
Court decisions, such as 2000’s Stenberg v. 
Carhart, mandate that abortion limitations 
include a health exception. Without one, 
they claim the law imposes an “undue bur- 
den” on the woman, which goes against 
the court’s compromise in 1992’s Planned 
Parenthood of Southern Pennsylvania v. Casey. In 
that case, which dealt with spousal

Anti-choice activists paint the New 
Hampshire statute in a much different 
light. It’s about parents’ rights, they 
say. And any broader health exception 
beyond death) “guts the parental-notice 
statute,” says Forsythe, because, as 
defined in Roe, a health exception includes 
everything from medical emergencies to 
emotional distress. 

On the morning of the Ayotte hearing, 
activists from both camps staked out terri- 
tory on the sidewalk in front of the court- 
house, maintaining a safe distance from 
the steps onto which a chunk of the build- 
ing itself had crumbled just one day earli- 
er. (One reporter, weary from his fight 
through the crowds, described the scene 
among the activists as a tailgate party, 
missing only the barbecue.) 

Indeed, it was a raucous bunch, consid- 
ering the venue. A line of ticket-holders 
waited for their reserved seats in the court- 
room. Those without reserved seats waited 
in a line that snaked around the corner for 
a five-minute chance to see the action 
from a separate area dedicated to that spec- 
tatorial purpose. Young women held signs 
reading, MY CONSCIENCE TELLS ME TO BE PRO- 
CHOICE; pro-lifers with red tape plastered 
over their mouths (to symbolize voiceless 
fetuses) prayed ardently. 

Passersby slowed down to hear strains 
of “I Have Decided,” as performed by 24- 
year-old David Bradshaw, who could pass 
for a rocker out of Seattle, circa 1992, were 
he not singing about our Mighty King 
Jesus Christ. 

“We believe that these court cases are 
significant,” Bradshaw said after his set, 
speaking for himself and his backup- 
singer/wife, 24-year-old Ashley Bradshaw, 
who gestured significantly to her pregnant 
stomach as soon as we met. “And we be- 
lieve that our prayers and our worship can 
change things. We believe that God wants 
to end abortion.” 

They want to believe that Chief Justice 
Roberts does too. 


THE BOSTON PHOENIX

who reveres the Constitution ... a deeply 
religious man, and a strong family man,” 
who would “guide the court in a confronta- 
tion with the truth.” 

Based on what I saw in the courtroom, 
however, pro-lifers like Schenck may have 
to wait a while for such a confrontation. 


ROBERTS'S FIRST STAND 

Roberts said little during the second hour 
of arguments, when New Hampshire at- 
torney general Kelly Ayotte and ACLU 
lawyer Jennifer Dalven made their cases 
for and against the parental-notification 
statute. (He didn’t say much during the 
first hour either, during arguments in 
Schiedler v. NOW.) 

But some of the veterans had a lot to 
say. Jumping in almost immediately, rela- 
tively liberal justice David Souter (I knew it 
was him because our enthused aide put up 
six fingers) asked what would happen toa 
doctor who performed an emergency abor- 
tion to save a teenage girl from infertility, 
Say, or permanent liver damage, but not 
necessarily from death. 

Ayotte claimed that New Hampshire’s 
“Competing Harm Doctrine” — which says 
that if you steal a rope to save your neigh- 
bor from drowning, you can’t be prosecut- 
ed for stealing the rope, and is more fre- 
quently used to limit doctors’ liability — 
would protect doctors from facing legal 
consequences in such situations. (This 
begs the question: if state law already 
prescribes such protections, why did 
New Hampshire legislators not lay out an 
explicit medical-emergency exception at 
the outset?) 

Liberal Stephen Breyer, who sounded 
exasperated with Ayotte more than once, 
painted a grim hypothetical scene, in 


“It is an outrage that the law would step which a pregnant teenager goes to the 


between a parent and a child — and, most 
especially, the federal courts that have 
been no friend to families in America,” 
boomed National Clergy Council president 
Rob Schenck, holding forth before a small- 
ish crowd a few moments before 9 am. But 
Schenck remained optimistic, and cited a 
recent meeting with Roberts as grounds 
for his sunny outlook. Schenck described 
the conservative Bush appointee as “a man 


emergency room at 2am on a Saturday. 
She needs an immediate abortion, or risks 
never having children again, and she does- 
n’t want to tell her parents. The doctor 
can’t get a judge on the phone. “He doesn’t 
want to risk being prosecuted,” Breyer 
said. “He doesn’t want to lose his license.” 
What would the doctor’s lawvers advise? 
Ayotte again put forward the compet- 
ing-harm defense, but the answer still 


wasn’t good enough for staunchly liberal 
justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg, who seemed 
irked later when she chided Ayotte: “De- 
fense is not what we want,” she said sar- 
castically in her deep, dry voice. “What we 
want is no claim” filed against doctors 
who are faced with such urgent medical 
situations in the first place. 

Later, once the ACLU’s Dalven stood up, 
conservative justice Antonin Scalia, who 
manages to sound as scary as his judicial 
principles, seemed skeptical about the ex- 
tent of such urgency. If a doctor doesn’t 
have 30 seconds to phone a judge, he said, 
“the doctor better not 
put on his gloves.” The 
comment garnered 
laughs from his court- 
room audience, 

In Dalven’s half-hour 
before the justices, she 
seemed a bit flustered, 
and was asked more 
than once to focus her 
argument — a request 
that seemed to reflect 
simultaneously on the 
case itself, and her 
presentation of the 
argument. 

Indeed, it was 
Roberts who seemed 
Most intent on whit- 
tling down the argu- 
ment to specifics. 

“He asked kind of 
narrow, careful ques- 
tions to determine 
whether the statute 
could be preserved ex- 
cept in cases of a real medical emergency,” 
said Forsythe, who was keeping a close eye 
on Roberts’s first abortion outing. 

And the chief justice did jump in more 
than once to suggest passing the case back 
down to the federal courts (one of which, 
Boston’s First Circuit Court of Appeals, al- 
ready ruled the New Hampshire law un- 
constitutional for its lack of a health ex- 
ception), where it could be reframed more 
narrowly. Several times. Roberts. whose 
youthful tenor stood in contrast to his 
more gravel-voiced older counterparts, 
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mentioned the possibility of doctors bring- 
ing a “pre-enforcement challenge,” a sort- 
of line-item approach, which would deal 
solely with the law’s lack of a medical- 
emergency exception. 

“Presumably the litigation would be 
very similar to what we’ve seen in this 
case,” he said to Dalven. “But it would be 
focused on the provision that is causing 
you concern, rather than the statute as 
a whole.” 

Sandra Day O’Connor echoed that idea: 
“How can we narrow the application? 
(O’Connor, who passed the deciding vote 
on health exceptions the last time the 
court heard an abortion case, Stenberg v. 
Carhart, may not even be around to shape 
this decision if Alito is confirmed quickly, 
and he would almost certainly tip the 
court in a different direction.) 

For now, it seems unlikely that the 
Supreme Court will strike down the entire 
law. A more probable outcome is that it 
will uphold the principle of New Hamp- 
shire’s statute, while addressing the miss- 
ing exception for teenagers who are in ur- 
gent medical danger but whose lives are 
not at risk. 

“They have to do some work to figure 
out how they’re going to do it,” says Tush- 
net, the Georgetown law professor. And ac- 
cording to Tushnet, this case may have an 
unusual conclusion. Typically, when a law 
is challenged as a whole, pre-enforcement, 
one side either wins everything or loses 
everything. But in Ayotte, “They don’t want 
to do that. They want to say: ‘Most of this 
stuff is fine, but one part of it isn’t fine.’” 


FEEL THE POWER 


All of a sudden, court was dismissed. I was 
just getting into it, just getting the hang 
of listening to voices without faces, and to 
the legal jargon that bounced off the 
grandiose, stone-carved walls, when the 
gavel pounded, we all stood up, and I 
stepped on my neighbor’s toes to catch a 
fleeting glimpse of Scalia’s (maybe) robe. 

Judgments could come any time between 
tomorrow and the end of the summer. 

Back outside, at a press conference, rep- 
resentatives from NOW 
and the Family Re- 
search Council literally 
pushed each other out 
of the way for a chance 
to tell the crowd that 
their side had come out 
on top. 

“It was an incredible 
thit.g to watch, just to 
be a part of, It’s a beau- 
tiful, dignified, power- 
ful room — you can just 
feel the power the jus- 
tices have,” said Nancy 
Moser, the president 
and CEO of Planned 
Parenthood of Northern 
New England who had 
never stepped foot in 
the Supreme Court be- 
fore that morning. “I 
thought the justices 
were really engaged, 
and were really dis- 
cussing the issues at 
hand in this case. The health of the 
woman has been paramount, and I was 
pleased that there seemed to be broad sup- 
port for the precedent.” 

For now, both sides must wait, proba- 
bly for a compromise that won’t make 
anyone happy. And I’ll wait for the next 
case, which is sure to come, and hope that 
Ihave a betterview. ®

OUR RATING 


A nondescript menu marked by some real standouts 


WHAT'S IN THE SAUCE? Some very good food — and some nondescript, too. 


Sauce has been open for about a year with- 
out attracting a lot of critical notice. Why? 
Partly because its Italian-Mediterranean 
menu is pretty common in these parts, 
and partly because some of its dishes are 
nondescript — the worst adjective in the 
reviewer's lexicon. If something is good, it 
can be described happily. If something is 
bad, it can be described humorously. Even 
when food is mediocre, there is a vocabu- 
lary for that. But the undistinguished, un- 
interesting, nondescript dish is the writer’s 
nightmare. However, since Sauce has 
some very good food, some of which is un- 
usually good pizza, there’s no reason to 
dwell on the nondescript, and no reason to 
be put off by the familiarity of the concept. 

For example, “Crispy Spicy Calamari” 
($8.95) is a cliché, but a very good one. 
(When I started this job, the idea that 
someday fried squid would be a cliché 
would have surprised me almost as much 
as the disappearance of Mornay sauce.) 
Ours were perhaps a little overly browned, 
but clean-tasting, and the dip of spaghetti 
sauce was so much better than the usual — 
why, they could have named the restau- 
rant after it! 

A hummus plate ($7.50) is distin- 
guished mainly by the subtle use of dill as 
a flavoring, not common but very good in 
chickpea paste. The salad of cukes and 
peppers filled the plate nicely, as did pita 
toasts. Grilled shrimp bruschetta ($9.95) 
was all good, though not all of a piece. 
Two large prawns were nicely grilled, 
among thick slices of bread (bruschetta is 
everywhere else made from toast) covered 
with good fall tomatoes made better with a 
chefly bit of vinegar. The only attack of the 


nondescript is the clam chowder ($4.95), 
described honestly enough as “a creamy 
New England favorite.” New Englanders do 
like thick, creamy soup that doesn’t taste 
like seafood, but has bits of chopped clam 
and potato in it. It isn’t just the texture 
that is creamy. Close your eyes and taste 
the broth, It tastes like ... cooked cream. 

The best of the main dishes is pizza 
margherita ($7.95/small; $11.95/large). 
The small is about a foot in diameter; I 
don’t think the large is served in the 
restaurant, just as take-out. It’s thin- 
crust, and really enjoyable. Margherita 
was queen of Italy and on a 19th-century 
visit to Naples, someone made her a pizza 
in the colors of the newly accepted Italian 
flag (Naples had been part of Spain): red 
tomato sauce, white cheese, green pesto. 
It works so well here that I began to think 
about why pizza is so good, and why every- 
one likes it. Eventually, I decided that this 
is the last form of fresh-baked bread most 
Americans ever have. 

Sauce’s porterhouse pork chop ($16.95) 
would have been better with . . . a little 
sauce, What it does have is a stuffing of 
spinach and cheese, but that didn’t keep it 
from tasting a little dry, what with the 
new leaner pork and all. A sauce — proba- 
bly something like good old gloopy gravy, 
which would have stuck to it better than 
the menu’s “aged balsamic vinaigrette” — 
would have perfected it, although garlic 
mashed potatoes underneath is a perfectly 
fine idea. 

So is seared salmon ($16.95), here done 
over a corn cake with bacon — my guest 
asked for some grilled vegetables and had 
fine slices of squash and eggplant — and 


very nicely, not overcooked at all. The only 
problem entrée is spaghetti carbonara 
($11.95), and the main problem is devia- 
tion from the classic form. In Rome, this is 
a plate of barely cooked spaghetti glazed 
with eggs and garnished with smoked ba 
con. Here we have a sweet, creamy white 
sauce with onions and cheese — no evident 
egg — served with weaker bacon and softer 
pasta. Kids will like this, but carbonara 
just isn’t macaroni and cheese. 

Sauce is a bar, and has drinks aimed at 
the young, hip Davis Square crowd. We 
had glasses of wine, including a terrific, 
apple-y Spanish albarino from Bourganes 
($8.50) and a forgettable Jacobs Creek mer- 
lot ($6.75). Coffee and decaf ($2) are quite 
good, and tea is non-caffeinated chai 
($2.50) in a metal filter pot — a best buy if 
you like spicy tea. 

The fallen chocolate soufflé ($6.95) wins 
a place in my personal garden of Eden. Al- 
most cake outside, pure molten ecstasy in- 
side, with some ice cream to contrast the 
warmth, it’s as good as any of its ilk. Key- 
lime “divine” ($6.95) has you expecting 
pie, but it’s a cheesecake. You can eat it, 
but for me the point of key lime is some- 
thing sour and distinctively flavored, like 
that pie we usually get. On the other 
hand, the pear crostata ($6.95) is outstand- 
ing, just lots of fruit, a little spice, and 
melting pastry, again served hot with good 
ice cream as a contrast. 

The stumbling block was tiramisu 
($6.95), which always borders on the non- 
descript because it is a vaguely designed 
dish of liqueur-soaked cake and cream. 
Here, it’s jumbled further so it can be 
served in an ice-cream dish, with whipped 
cream on top. It’s like eating pudding with 
cake in it. (The people rise as one: “What's wrong 
with that?”) Well, it’s nondescript. 

The surroundings at Sauce are very nice: 
Matisse-burgundy walls with ragged ceil- 
ings in Tuscan yellow, dark wood on the 
floor, slate on the walls here and there, 
and neat orange lamps. They play loud al- 
ternative rock — nobody’s perfect. ©

AN AXE TO GRIND 


GUITAR HERO LETS THRJAVERAGE SCHMO SHRED

ou are Axel Steel. You have rock- 

hard biceps. You wear ripped 

jeans, white Velcro high-tops, 

and a sleeveless denim jacket 

with an iron-on back patch of 
Lucifer’s head. You are a metalhead adap- 
tation of Thing from the Fantastic Four. And 
you were put on this planet for two reasons: 
to drink beer and to rock. 

So here you are, the hulking would-be 
Star of a cover band that keeps changing 
names, You hammer out riffs on a Gibson 
Flying V and jab the air like a boxer when 
you hit the notes in White Zombie’s 
“Thunderkiss ’68.” You learn to recreate 
other people’s songs so well that a club 
booker invites you to headline an upscale 
nightclub Red Octane. There, you naila 
Megadeth solo, tilt your hesher axe to the 
sky, and the crowd goes bat-shit. You area 
rock god — never mind that you’re in your 
living room, holding a toy guitar plugged 
into a PlayStation 2, fingering five colored 
buttons that are synchronized to mimic 
lead-guitar fretwork. 

You don’t have to be Axel Steel to play 
Guitar Hero, a brand-new release from Har- 
monix Music Systems Inc. , a Cambridge- 
based video-game studio known for its 
Karaoke Revolution franchise. (See “Games Peo- 
ple Play,” News and Features, May 7.) You 
can also be Clive Winston, a limey session 
guitarist wearing bell bottoms, a vest, and 
red-tinted glasses. Or Pandora, a headband- 
ed blue-haired waif expelled from ballet and 
Girl Scouts. Or even the Grim Reaper, sling- 
ing a stringed scythe across your black- 
shrouded frame. These names could become 
as ubiquitous in gaming culture as Cloud, 
Solid Snake, and CTA’s CJ. 

Guitar Hero’s objective is modeled after 
what most people would consider a musi- 
cian’s typical career path (albeit one that 
involves covering other people’s songs). You 
start in a dingy basement, flanked by a glow- 
ing furnace and a washing machine, trying 
a pre-determined playlist (i.e., Joan Jett’s “I 
Love Rock-n-Roll” or Deep Purple’s “Smoke 
on the Water”). Every single you finish you 
earn more cash. Finish four out of five 
songs in each venue, and you get a bigger 
show. Next thing you’re onstage at a drag- 
on-and-viking-themed stadium called the 
Garden, trying to master Ozzy Osbourne licks 
in front of computer-animated thousands. 

A game like Guitar Hero is something of a 
risky proposition, since the required plastic- 
guitar controller boosts the product’s retail 
price from an average of $40 to upwards of 
$70. But thus far, the increased expense has- 
n’t been an obstacle: Guitar Hero hit shelves in 
early November, but it’s already gone gold. 
MTV Games has partnered with the game’s 
publisher, Red Octane. And critics have 
overwhelmingly gushed about it — everyone 
from Stuff magazine to Official PlayStation mag- 
azine, IGN.com, a gaming site owned by Fox 
Interactive Media, ranks Guitar Hero eighth 
out of 3247 PlayStation 2 games, only falling 
behind such blockbuster titles as two Grand 
Theft Auto versions, two Metal Gear Solid releas- 
es, and Resident Evil 4. 

Guitar Hero’s success can be attributed, 
in part, to the fact that Harmonix’s staff 
knows well the genre it has painstakingly 
recreated, Harmonix vice-president of 
product development Greg LoPiccolo and 
Guitar Hero audio lead Eric Brosius played 
together in the Boston alt-rock band Tribe. 
Creative director Josh “Robotkid” Randall 
once fronted automaton-punk band the 
Institute of Technology. Audio director 
Kasson Crooker is one-third of the synth- 
pop trio Freezepop. Art director Ryan Lesser 
played bass in the Laurels, runs the Provi- 
dence noise site LotsofNoise.com, and ap- 
pears on Guitar Hero as part of the Harmonix 
supergroup Monkey Steals the Peach, along 
with GH producer Daniel Sussman, from

pop-punk trio the Acro-brats. Sound de- 
signer Izzy Maxwell, son of Noise publisher 
T-Max, plays bass in Count Zero. Also in- 
volved in the project were members of Hon- 
est Bob and the Factory-to-Dealer Incen- 
tives, Lightning Bolt, Made in Mexico, and 
defunct rock bands such as the Amazing 
Crowns and the Model Sons. And when I 
head over to Harmonix’s Central Square 
command center last Friday, associate pro- 
ducer and de facto marketing liaison Helen 
McWilliams greets me in a Slayer T-shirt 
and a Miller Lite wristband. 

Even with all that cred, LoPiccolo ad- 
mits the 50-plus-person company is 
amazed by the overwhelmingly positive 
Tesponse to Guitar Hero. Harmonix games 
have caught on before: Karaoke Revolution 
(developed by Harmonix and published by 
Konami) is on its fourth release, Karaoke 
Revolution Party, and has drawn such a loyal 
fan base that Carl’s Jr. and Hardee’s cele- 
brated KR Party’s recent release with col- 
lectible soda cups. But there were doubts 
about whether a rock game would fly. 

“At first, we weren’t even sure kids cared 
about rock anymore. We were like, ‘Is all 
they care about hip-hop?” LoPiccolo says, 
cradling the Gibson-SG-modeled controller 
in his lap. “But I knew somebody would get it, 
because we liked it and we’re not the only 
people in the world like us. I think maybe 
we had a little bit of surprise about how much 
people have liked it.” 

People do like Guitar Hero... a lot. Dan, 

a 30-year-old from Tulsa, posted video on- 
line of his television showing that he beat 
the game’s most complex songs (Pantera’s

board already has fans discussing how 
they’ll customize their guitar controllers. 
And when I e-mailed GameSpy.com exec- 
utive editor Dave 
Kosak about the re- 
lease, he wrote back, 
“I'd love to talk about 
Harmonix... asa 
matter of fact, as I 
type this, I’ve got an- 
other editor a few feet 
away from my desk 
playing ‘Ziggy Star- 
dust’ on Guitar Hero.” 

In a corner confer- 
ence room furnished 
with a wide-screen tel- 
evision and a PlaySta- 
tion 2, LoPiccolo offers 
to demonstrate Guitar 
Hero. Cruising through 
the six possible ven- 
ues, he points out that 
a few reference Boston. 
The lowest-level base- i 
ment show is located at 
34 Winship Street, 
which was the address 
of the Tribe communal 
band house. The Freak 
Pit, a dingy tribute to 
CBGB’s with a poster 
of the Model Sons on 
one wall, is located on 
675 Mass Ave — the 
actual coordinates of 
Harmonix’s Central 
Square headquarters. 
Red Octane, a third- 
level venue named 
after the game pub- 
lisher, is described by 
LoPiccolo as an “upscale rock club like 
the Paradise or Avalon.” And the stadium 
is called the Garden. 

“We all have this loyalty to the scene,” 
explains LoPiccolo. “Or at least fond 
memories of it.” Then he rips into 
Helmet’s “Unsung.” 

The novelty of a plastic guitar 
wouidn’t last if not for the songs you 
can play on it, like Franz Ferdinand’s 
“Take Me Out” and the Red Hot Chili 
Peppers’ “Higher Ground” and Jimi 
Hendrix’s “Spanish Castle Magic.” 
Harmonix obtained the rights 
to the songs, and hired an 
incredibly authentic cover band 
to perform them. 

“Part of our attitude with the 
[song] licenses [was] we started 
thinking about ourselves in this 
proselytizing mode. Saying, ‘Oh 
there’s going to be a lot of 12-year- 
old kids and we’re going to intro- 
duce them to [Motorhead’s] ‘Ace 
of Spades’ and the Edgar Winter 
Group, and won’t that be great.” 

Harmonix also adopted this attitude 
for the game’s lesser-known songs that 
are unlocked as players progress. They’re 
nearly all songs from local bands like the

Upper Crust and Count Zero, rock acts who 
either had members working at Harmonix 
or were musicians familiar to Harmonix 
employees. (See sidebar on page 35.) Ex- 
plains LoPiccolo, “We 
started to reach out to 
local rock heroes that 
we knew.” 
But the game isn’t 
just some retooled 
Playskool Magic Gui- 
tar for adults. Guitar 
Hero’s other genius lies 
in its knack for uncan- 
ny details. The volume 
turns up to11, ala 
Spinal Tap. High scores 
are compiled on a 
bathroom wall beside 
band-promo stickers 
and a flushing urinal. 
Game menus appear 
inside taped-up rock 
posters. (Poster artists 
Tara McPherson, Jay 
Ryan, and Shepard 
Fairey of Obey Giant 
fame, an old friend of 
Ryan Lesser’s from 
the Rhode Island 
School of Design, all 
contributed.) And as 
each track loads, an 
illustrated amp stack 
appears scribbled with 
rock-and-roll adages 
like, “Always Keep an 
empty bottle in the 
van. You'll see.” 
“We're poking fun 
at the genre, but in 
an affectionate way,” 
admits LoPiccolo. 
“This was the easiest 
game to make. Usually we 
have all these dilemmas:
